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RESULT OF “PROXY” FRENCH’S 
LABORS AT JAMAICA. 
SOMEBODY GETS BADLY LEFT IN THE FIRST 
DISTRICT—THE HON, GEORGE WILLIAM 
CURTIS A DELEGATE, 

Jamaica, April 17.—The Republicans of 
the First Congressional District held a rather 
lively convention here to-day and elected George 
William Curtis, of Richmond County, and John 
M. Crane, of this village, as delegates to the 
Chicago Convention. Prior to the opening of 
the convention the delegates were all at sea as to 
whom they wanted or whom they proposed to 
vote for. Five out of the eight Richmond County 
delegates decided to present Mr. Curtis’s name, 
though the chances for his being elected were 
not considered favorable. Suffolk County’s 16 
delegates were divided into two parties of nine 
and seven men, respectively. The nine had 
determined to present Assemblyman Simeon 
§S. Hawkins as the anti-Arthur candidate from 
Suffolk, and the five were ready to support any 
Arthur man who might be named. Police Com- 
missioner Steve “‘Proxy” French came down 
on the noon train and looked the field over. 
Counting noses, he saw that the machine had 
only 15 men out of the 44 in the convention. The 
machine, therefore, decided to name John M. 
Crane. The Queens County independents had 
already fixed upon John Birdsall, the State Com- 
mittee man from the First District. As it stood, 
neither man had enough votes to elect him, 
and in that shape the delegates went 
into the convention, trusting to chance or deals 
to straighten things out. E. A. Carpenter, of 
Suffolk, the best speaker the Arthur men had in 
the convention, was taken from the floor and 
made Chairman, and Judge Clowes, of Suffolk, 
and Read Benedict, of Richmond, were elected 
Secretaries. There were no contesting delega- 
tions, and the convention proceeded directly to 
the selection of delegates. Mr. Curtis was nom- 
inated by Charles S. Davison, of Richmond; Mr. 
Birdsall by H. H. Titus, of Queens; Mr. Haw- 
kins by Supervisor Nicoll Floyd. of Suffolk, and 
Mr. Crane by William H. Coggswell, of Queens, 
who is high in the councils of French and 
his gang. An informal ballot was taken, with 
the following result: Mr. Curtis received 26 


votes, Assemblyman Hawkins, 27; Mr. Birdsall, 
1%, and Mr. Crane 16. Each delegate voted for 
two of the candidates. A motion for a formal 
ballot was carried. Upon that Mr. Curtis re- 
ceived 27 votes, Messrs. Birdsall and Crane 18 
each, and Assemblyman Hawkins 17. The 
Announcement of the vote for Mr. Cur- 
tis was received with great applause, 
and his election made unanimous. Two 
more ballots were ~ necessar in order 
to select Mr. Curtis’s colleague: n the first Mr. 
Crane received 22, Mr. Birdsall) 19, and Mr. Haw- 
kins 3, one delegate only being voted for. It 
Was apparent at once that Richmond and most 
of Suffolk had thrown its votes against Birdsall, 
and that Crane was capturing the delegates. 
The third ballot confirmed this view. when Crane 
received 24 votes and Birdsall 20. Thisannounce- 
ment, too, was received with great applause. 
County Judge Thomas Young, of Suffolk, was 
elected alternate for Mr. Curtis, and ex-Senator 
John A. King for Mr. Crane. 

Ex-Assemblyman Thomas J. Youngs offered a 
resolution in which, after affirming the purity of 
President Arthur’s administration, it was de- 
clared that his renomination would, be detri- 
mental to the best interests of the party, and the 
delegates to Chicago were, therefore, requested 
to oppose such renomination. The resolution 
was voted down unanimously in the midst of a 
rreat deal of uproar. Subsequently it was of- 
ered with slight verbal changes, but withdrawn 
by Mr. Youngs at tne request of many of the 
delegates. 

Mr. Wiimont N. Smith, the aggressive leader 
of the Suffolk County Independents, offered a 
motion that a ballot be taken to allow the dele- 
gates to express their preferences for Presidential 
nominees, A determined effort was made to de- 
feat the motion by laying it on the table, but 
Mr. Smith carried the day, and the ballot was 
taken by the roll being called. Twenty of the 
delegates declared that Judge Edmunds was 
their first choice, eight wan Mr. Biaine, three 
cried for Arthur, two expressed a preference for 
* Ulysses 8. Grant,” and one yoted for Elihu B. 
Washburne. 

The result of the convention, it is thought, is 
the election of two Edmunds delegates to Chi- 
cago. Ex-Senator King vouched in the conven- 
tion for Mr. Crane’s leammng toward Judge Ed- 
munds, while Mr. Curtis has not hesita to ex- 
press his preferences. The fact that the ma- 
chine vote was given to Mr. Crane, who is Presi- 
dent of the National Shoe and Leather Bank of 
New-York, lends color to the suspicion that, 
while Edmunds may be the first choice of that 

entleman, he would not look with an unfavora- 

le eye upon Gen. Arthur. “It’s practically an 
Arthur delegation,” said Steve nch, as he 
waited for the train at the railroad station after 
the convention adjourned. 


THE TWENTY-THIRD ANTI-ARTHUR. 

Boonvit1Ez, April 17.—The Arthur forces 
in the Twenty-third District were squarely 
beaten here to-day, after as disgraceful an ex- 
hibition of rowdyism as was ever seer in acon- 
vention in Ceutral New-York. It was the first 
meeting of Lewis and Oneida Counties in district 
convention. In Oneida the stalwarts had carried 
a majority of the caucuses, securing 44 of the 73 
delegates. They counted on securing the neces- 
gary 4 to make a majority of the con- 
vention from Lewis’s 22. So confident were 
they yesterday that they had the con- 
vention that they were talking of tak- 
ing both delegates from Oneida County, Sen- 
tor Coggeshall for one. When they looked the 
ground over this morning they were willing to 
compromise, and tried to effect a bargain with 
Lewis by which an anti-Arthur man from that 
county should be slated with Coggeshall. The 


overture was declined, and the convention organ- 
ized at 2 P. M. by electing B. Whitman Williams, 
of Rome, a strong Blaine man, for Chairman. 
From this time on till the convention closed at 
7 o’clock the proceedings were tumultuous, and 
at times riotous. The Arthur delegates were 
backed by a crowd of heelers and howlers, and 
most of the Federal officers in the district. At 
times there were threats of a bolt. An outsider 
nominated ex-Assistant Attorney-General C. J. 
Everett for Chairman. Everett mounted the 
latform, and delegates rushed forward, upset- 
ing the table and knocking it to the floon 
Threats of throwing Chairman Williams out of 
the window were made. The rulings of the Chair 
were greeted with howls and curses and vile 
epithets, but on appeals the Chair was invariably 
sustained by a majority of three. The Arthur 
men secured an adjournment of half an hour, 
during which they offered to give the anti- 
Arthur forces everything if they would give 
them Coggeshall for delegate. This was steadily 
declined. The Arthur men sought to seduce 
support for Coggeshail by voting for the Lewis 
half-breed, Lanpher. and on the first ballot for 
delegates A. Marcellus Lanpher, of Lewis, re- 
ceived 83 votes; William E&. Scripture, of Oneida, 
48, and Coggeshall, 47. An appeal being taken 
from the announcement of the vote for the low- 
est two, the second vote resulted: Lanpher, 
49; Coggeshall, 46, and Lanpher and Sarip- 
ture were declared elected delegates 0 
the Chicago Convention. Charles W. Hack- 
ett, of Oneida, and L. . Richardson, 
of Lewis, were elected alternates, and William 8. 
Bartlett, of Oneida, Presidential Electors. Mr. 
Lanpher will be remembered as the gentleman 
who was nominated by President Artnur for 
Postmaster at Lowsville, whom the Senate con- 
firmed, aud whose commission was ordered with- 
held when the President and Frank Hatton dis- 
covered that he was a half-breed. A stalwart 
was subsequently appointed and confirmed Post- 
master. Lewis County Republicans have steadily 
resented that action, and are exceedingly glad to 
send Lanpher to vote for anybody except Arthur 
at Chi . His first choice is Blaine. Mr. Scrip- 
ture prefers Edmunds, with Blaine second choice. 
He is a lawyer of cmc, and last Fall wasa prom- 
tment candidate for Justice of Supreme Court. 


NIAGARA AGAINST ARTHUR. 

Lockport, April 17.—The primary selec- 
tion of delegates to the two Assembly District 
Copventions of this county took place to-day, 
and in the First Assembly District the Blaine 
men carried the convention. All the wards in 
the city and the towns of Lockport and Cambria 
are known to have elected Blaine delegates to 
the convention,which convenes to-morrow after- 


noon in this city, and these alone will give them 
control of the convention. It is believed in the 
Second Assembly District the Blaine men also 
me out ahead, but no authentic figures 
ave been received here yet. The fight 
in the Third and Fourth Wards of 
this city was very flerce,and an exceedingly 
large vote was polled inthe Third Ward. ut 
the Blaine men secured it by 140 majority. The 
total caucus vote in the city is over and the 
majority of the Biaine men must reach at least 
850. ‘There was no organized opposition to Blaine 
in the First and Second Wards. The de 
selected to-morrow will gon ht tothe State 
Convention. Owing tothe troubie in this Con- 
gressional district on the apvortionment of dele- 


gates, no Congressional Convention is to be held 
before the State Convention, and the latter body 
is expected to settle the dispute.

PLATTSBURG, April 17.—The convention 
for the Twenty-first District to elect delegates 
to the Republican Convention at Chicago assem- 


bled in Plattsbu: bo-dng ‘end elected Gen. John 
Hammond, of . unty, and the Hon. 
George Chahoon, of Clinton, as delegates, and 
Jerome Lapham, of Warren, and Capt. T. A. Be- 
man, of Franklin, as alternates. The first ballot 
for delegates stood: Hammond, 8; the Hon. N. 
Lapham 3; L. €. Weed,4, and Chahoonl. The 
second and formal ballot was, Hammond, 
11; Weed, 4, and Chahoon 1. Hammond's 
nomination was made unanimous. The first 
ballet for second delegate to Chicago 
stood: Chahoon, 8; Weed, 5; Lapham, 3.

There isa 
strong anti-Arthur sentiment in the district, but 
the hours were so arranged at caucuses that this 
sentiment did not findexpression. A at many 
persons employed and doing business in Troy re- 
side in the district, so the caucuses at which they 
might have voted were held at inconvenient 
hours for them.

JAMESTOWN, April 17.—The Thirty-fourth 
Congressional District Convention, at Olean, 
broke up inarow. In 1880 Chautauqua County 
cast 10,000 Republican votes, Cattaragus cast 
7,000, and Allegany cast 6,000. But, notwith- 


standing this disparity, the two latter counties 
combined and voted that each county have the 
same number of delegates—50 each—at the next 
convention. Chautauqua indignantly withdrew, 
formed a convention of its own, and appointed a 
Congressional Committee, with J. B. Fisher, of 
Jamestown, as Chairman. Chautauqua thinks it 
about time to assert her rights, and unless con- 
ciliatory measures come from the other side she 
will hold her own convention next Fall.

FLIGHT FROM A CONVENT SCHOOL, 


THE MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OF CORA 
WEBER. 

Sr. Louris, April 17.—A case of the mys- 
terious disappearance of a young girl has just 
come to light. In October last Mr. John Weber, 
a wealthy dry goods merchant of Atchison, Kan., 
sent his daughter Cora, aged 14 years, to the Visi- 
tation Convent, in this city—a course of action 
which was partially prompted by a desire to se- 
clude her from the persistent attentions of a 
young printer named Davis, who paid her atten- 
tion in spite of her parents’ intimation that his 
company was not desirable. Cora’s life at 


the convent was fairly happy until last Mon- 
day, when, it is alleged, she was charged 
with appropriating one or two trifling ar- 
ticles belonging to one of her fellow-pupils. 
It is stated that she confessed the fault, as the 
nuns describe it, and was ordered by Sis- 
ter Bernadine, the Superioress of the convent, 
to write a letter to her parents giving a 
full fand minute detail of what she had done. 
This was the severest penalty that could be im- 
posed upon the girl, who piteously besought that 
some other punishment besubstituted. ‘ihe priv- 
ilege was not granted, and the girl fell into a con- 
dition of acute melancholy, suffering extremely 
and at times being unable from painsin her head 
to converse withanybody. The inexorable fiat 
could not be removed, however, and by Tuesday 
night it is said the girl’s condition had become 
pitiable. On the following morning when the 
convent pupils assembled in the breakfast-room 
iss Weber was found to be missing, and a bunt 
through the convent resulted only in the dis- 
covery that the front door had been opened and 
left open during the night, and that the girl was 
not about the premises. Grave oo 
were confirmed by the finding of the following 
letter under Miss Weber’s pillow: 
St. Lovls, 14, 1884. 
DEAR MAMMA AND FRIENDS: I am very unhappy, 
and write you thisto acquaint you that I am going to 
leave this place. I must run away, and by the time you 
et thisI will be in hell. lam going to drown myself 
nn the Mississippi River. for 1 cannot help stealing, and 
if I should keep on stealing I would bring you all into 
Chagrace. 1 am so unhappy. You will not care for me, 
although you have given me everything I want, so 
good-bye, and love to all. From your loving and 
naughty chiid, CORA WEBER. 
A thorough search of the city has been made 
by the police, assisted by the father of the girl, 
who was duly notified of the occurrence end came 
to St. Louis with Mrs. Weber. It has been learned 
that Cora was in the habit, in conjunction with 
other young Jadies in the convent of con- 
ducting clandestine correspondence with young 
men outside, and the Sisters believe that 
she has eloped with one of them. The pa- 
rents have been informed that/she had lately ex- 
pressed a desire to imitate Mary Churchill and go 
to work asa servant in order that she might es- 
cape school duties, be independent, and see more 
of the world, The general belief is,however,that in 
the excited and weakened frame of mind which 
she was known to bein, she has carried out the 
intention conveyed in her letter and drowned 
herself. The girl was very large and pretty, 
looking like a young woman of 18. A reward 
has been offered for her recovery. The pa- 
rents have published a request to her to 
come back, that everything will be for- 
given, and not a word will ever pe said 
ee the occurrence which caused hersuch an- 
guish.

THE KEY WEST COLLECTOR 
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PRESIDENT ARTHURS REQUEST 

FOR MR. WICKER’S REMOVAL, 

A QUESTION ABOUT WHICH THE SENATE DE- 
SIRES TO TALK—MR. WICKER’S OFFICIAL 
RECORD AND ENMITIES. 

WaAsHINGTON, April 17.—President Ar- 
thur’s action m referring to the Senate the ques- 
tion of the removal of Collector F. N.-Wicker, of 
Key West, Fla., for alleged collusion with 
Aguero’s band of Cuban filibusters, which re- 
cently sailed from Key West, has started a dis- 
cussion among the Senators which may take up 
considerable time. “The President’s course is 
very unusual, although it is undoubtedly proper 
enough under the law,’’ said a Senator to-day, 
“for the law provides that every person 
holding a civil office to which he was appointed 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate may be removed by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. This consent 
is usually given by confirming an appointment 
for a place already filled, which act removes the 
incumbent. The President chose to ask the ad- 


vice of the Senate as to Collector Wicker, with- 
out asking for the appointment of another man 
in his place, and how-to answer this request is 
what we are now considering.”’ The President’s 
communication was referred to the Committee 
on Commerce yesterday, and that committee re- 

orted in executive session y in favor of Mr. 

Wicker’s removal. The report, it is understood, 
provoked so much debate that the matter was 
postponed for consideration at another execu- 
tive session. Some Senators are inclined to dis- 
cuss the constitutionality of the law as to the 
tenure of civil office, while it is probable that the 
whole — of the rights and powers of the 
Senate and President in making appointments will 
be gone over. It is believed that Collector Wicker 
will be removed, although the claim was made in 
the executive session that the sailing of the 
filibustering expedition had been seized upon by 
enemies of the Collector asa pretext for having 
him displaced. 

Mr. Wicker is from Lockport, N. Y., and is the 
friend of Mr. Richard Cowley. He has been in 
the Government service for many years, origin- 
ally as a Signal Service officer. ‘or a while he 
constructed telegraph lines, and then became a 
special agent of the Treasury in Alaska. While 
in that country he wrote a comprehensive re- 
port on the seal fisheries, which represented that 
an enormous quantity ot seals above the num- 
ber allowed to be killed were taken by the 
lessees. This report did not reach Mr. ut- 
well until some time after some unknown 
influence had secured Wicker’s recall. In this 
city he was, according to his own story, 
offered employment by a fur seal egg A ata 
salary of $5, to go back to Alaska. e de- 
clined the offer, believing he would return as a 
special nt. 
had fixed upon to go to Alaska he was informed 
that the Government desired him to take charge 
of the Key West Custom-house ars. 
He went to his newly-found post, and has been 
kept there about 10 or 12 years. Within a year 
or two he has been in trouble with one faction 
of the Republican Party there, and he has 
asserted that District Judge Locke, against whom 
charges were recently presented in the House, 
was laboring for his removal. These efforts have 
been ascribed by Mr. Wicker’s friends to the Re- 
publicans of the ** Court-house” and “ collection” 
ring. It is surmised that his ancient enemies 
have kept their eyes upon him and have seized 
the first opportunity presented for making the 
place hot tor him.

THE TAX ON FRUIT BRANDY. 

Under the title, “‘ A bill to promote the 
cultivation of fruits,” a majority of the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture of the House of Repre- 
sentatives has reported in favor of the passage of 
a measure permitting any person to manufacture 
apples, peaches, ard other perishable fruits,raised 
by himself or his tenants, into brandy, free from 
any internal revenue tax or restrictions now ex- 
isting. In fiowing language the report an- 
nounces as axiomatic that “whatever hampers 
agriculture, the noblest and most impor- 
tant of all the arts, is adverse to na- 
tional progress and material prosperity, repug- 
nant tothe genius of our institutions and the 


spirit of the fundamental law, and can never be 
justified except in times of war, and then only 
by the most imperious public necessity.” It is 
a held to be self-evident that a tax imposed 
on any product of the soil, whether in its crude 
state or in the manufactured article into which 
it is convertible by the producer, to enhance its 
marketable value, is a clog ugon it, tend- 
ing to retard or restrict production of 
the natural article. The majority of the 
committee can see no greater reason for 
taxing apple or h trees, or peach or 
apple-brandy, in the United States, than the 
grape-vines in France or the wine product -re- 
sulting, and they hold that the decadence of 
orchards in sections remote from markets is di- 
rectly traceable to this tax. In the insignificent 
item of revenue derivable from this source the 
majority fail to find a corresponding equivalent 
for the loss occasioned by it—monetary, sanitary, 
and dietary. The report speaks of the com- 
plex, organized machinery, and army of 
employes required to collect the tax at a 
cost of at least 33 per cent., and consider- 
able space is given to general remarks about 
arbitrary and tyrannical powers, unworth 
any free people, given to the collector and his 
deputies. In conclusion the majority informs 
the House that “the prevention of wastage of 
the country’s resources, by the repeal of the 
laws tending thereto, falls within the stateman’s 
province as naturally as does the improvement 
of rivers and harbors and the encouragement 
of highways by which to run out produce to the 
market,” and that ‘the quantity of fruit which 
annually rots upon the und and goes to waste, 
owing to bulkiness, perishability and high rates 
of freight would, if converted into the compact 
and durable owe proposed, add tens of millions 
to the marketable products of the country, and 
consequently give fresh impetus to its material 
development.” 

Messrs. Cullen, Howey, and White, of the com- 
mittee, do not agree with their colleagues, and 
in a brief report give their reasons for opposing 
the bill. They believe, they say, that the effect 
of the measure would be to complicate, to the 
detriment of the Government, the collection of 
the internal revenue taxes by imposing on the 
Government the burden of proof as to the ma- 
terial out of which the alcoholic liquors 
are manufactured. It would also tend to 
the perpetration of fraud on the revenue 
through the clandestine production of alcoholic 
gece from grain, under the guise of fruit dis- 
tillation. A third objection of the minority is 
that the pro law would allow the product 
of fruit distilleries to come into the market in 
competition with that of others which pay a 
heavy tax to the Government. The minority 
assert that the committee has had no evidence, 
beyond a general statement, of a great waste of 
fruits, because the Government exacts a tax on 
the production of spirits. As to the claim that 
truit brandy is more wholesome and brin 
a higher price in the market, than the prod- 
ucts of the other class of distilleries, 
the minority submit that the higher prices 
will fully enable the manufacturers of fruit 
brandy to pay the tax,as do other distilleries.

TAXES ON COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS. 

Commercial travelers are discouraged 
from entering the District of Columbia by the 
imposition of a heavy tax upon them, and they 
are prevented from entering several States for 
the same reason. Mr. J. Hart Brewer, believing 
that this discrimination is unjust, introduced a 
bill providing that any corporation or officer of 
a State or municipal Government interfering 
with commercial travelers shild be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and be liable to in- 
dictment before a United States Grand Jury in 
the district in which the interference occurred, 
and, upon conviction, to pay not exceeding 
oa fine or be imprisoned three months, or both. 

he Committee on Manufactures, reportin 
through Mr. Brewer, the author of the bill, find 
that the laws of several of the States im a 
tax upon commercial travelers, which in effect is 
a tax upon the people of other States seeking to 
extend the trade and traffic een the States. 
The committee believe these laws are made to

THE PROPOSED FAST LINE TO EUROPE. 

Mr. John J. Adams, of New-York, intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives to-day a 
bill of considerable interest to the promoters of 
the project of running a fast line of steam-ships 
between Montauk Point, Long Island, and Great 
Britain. The bill is attached to a preamble, in 
which it is announced that Henry Graves, of 
New-Jersey; Austin Corbin, J. Rogers Maxwell, 
David C. Corbin, Henry W. Maxwell, of New- 
York, and James D. Campbell, of Iowa, have or- 
ganized, or propose to organize, as a corporation, 
to be called the American Express Steam-ship 
Company, with a capital of at least $10,000,000, 
to run steam-ships between the city of New- 
York, or some port on Long Island, to a suitable 
port or portsin Great Britain. By the terms of 
the bill, all vessels owned or hereafter acquired 


by the company are to be entitled to be regis- 
tered as vessels of the United States, and to the 
benefits of such registry, whether built in this 
country or elsewhere, —— compliance with all 
registry laws and regulations not inconsistent 
with the present bill. No vessel of foreign con- 
struction, built or purchased by the company, is 
to be entitled to registry unless it be capable of 
a speed of at least 18 knots an hour, has not less 
than 7,000 nominal horse-power and the fair and 
reasonable cost of which shall be less than 
$1,250,000. Each vessel is to be inspected by an 
officer detailed by the Secretary of the Navy, 
who must certify that it fills these requirements, 
before it can be registered. Before any vessel 
can be registered, the company must own and 
have applied for the registering of at least five 
vessels, having the qualifications above men- 
tioned. A clause of the bill gives the United 
States power at ali times to purchase any of the 
company’s vessels required for the public service, 
at cost or a fair value, determined by arbitration.

SOLDIERS IN THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

For patriotic purposes, probably, Mr. 
Hardy introduced a bill, late in March, proposing 
that any applicant for appointment in the civil 
service of the United States, the salary of which 
did not exceed $1,000 a year, who had served dur- 
ing the late war in the army or navy and been 
honorably discharged, should be eligible to ap- 
pointment as if he had passed the examination 
required by law. This was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Reform in the Civil Service, and Mr. 
Lyman, of Massachusetts, has written an 
adverse report for the committee. He finds 


that “such an act as the one proposed would, 
so far as it went, annul the provisions 
of the act to reguiate and improve the civil 
service, approved Jan. 16, 1883, which provides 
that certain offices in the civil service shall be 
filled only by competitive examination. The 
proposed messure would establish two classes of 
candidates for the same offices, one class consist- 
ing of persons who would only be allowed to 
enter the service after giving proof of their 
capacity to perform its duties; the other, of 
persons who were required to give no such proof, 
and who might turn out to be totally unfit for 
the work assigned them. It wussumes 
that the honorable soldiers and sailors of 
the late war are willing to receive pay 
from the Government without furnishing any 
evidence that they are competent to earn the 
pay. This is an attitude toward the Government 
which these gallant men would be the last to as- 
sume. The existing rules of the Civil Service 
Commission already grant all the advantages 
that an honorable soldier would be willing to 
take, by providing that every soldier or sailor 
discharged by reason of disability in the line of 
duty shall, after passing his examination, have 
the precedence in appointment.” For these 
reasons the adverze report was recommended.

EXTENDING THE PENSION LAWS. 

A suspension of the rules will, it is 
reported, be asked on Monday by the Select Com- 
mittee on the Payment of Pensions, Bounty, and 
Back Pay of the House to take up and passa 
bill reported by Mr. A. J. Warner to regulate 
the granting of pensions in certain cases. It 
allows every person specified in the classes enu- 
merated in the pension laws, who served in the 
military or naval service in any war in which 


the United States has been engaged, for three 
months or more, and who is not receiving 
@& pension or a greater pension than the 
bill rovides for, and who suffers from 
disability or disease which there is probable 
cause to believe was incurred while in the serv- 
ice, or other known cause occurring since such 
service, shall, upon due proof, be placed on the 
list of pensioners, to receive a pension during 
the continuance of disability at a rate propor- 
tionate to the degree thereof. Persons who have 
oo ee for pensions under the actof July 14, 
1862, and amendatory acts, entitling him to 
arrears, may elect to prosecute his claim under 
the act proposed. Inestablishing theclaim of de- 
pendent parents, it is only to be necess»ry to show 
that the parents are without other means of sup- 
port than their manual! labor or the contribution 
of those not bound for their support. Ali appli- 
cants under the act who show by record evidence 
that they were regularly enlisted and mustered 
into the service and served three months, are to 
be regarded as having furnished evidence of 
pees health at the time of enlistment. This bill 

as arrested the attention of many members who 
are opposed to opening the pension laws with a 
broad-axe, and the motion to take it up will prob- 
ably give rise to some opposition.

Billings, Assistant Surgeon-General, United 
States Army; Sir William Jenner, Lord Napier, 
Count Constantino Nigra, Baron Penedo, 
Profs. Virchow, von Ranke, Helmholtz, 
and Goldschmidt, of Berlin; Prof. Cremona, 0! 
Rome, and the Abbé Renard. The poet Tenny- 
son also received the degree in absentia. The 
degree of D. D. was conferred upon Prof. Dor- 
ner, of Berlin, and Prof. William Henry Green, of 
Princeton. About 3,000 persons were present at 
the ceremony.and the assemblage presented a bril- 
liant spectacle. Sir Alexander Grant, the Prin- 
cipal of the university, introduced the recipients 
ot the degrees, and Chancellor inglis made an ap- 
propriate address.

THE FRANK JAMES TRIAL. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 17.—Frank 
James appeared before the United States Court 
at Huntsville, Ala., to-day. He was neatly dressed 
inasuit of broad-cloth, and sat -near his wife 
and child.

Ala.. about 4 P. M. March 11, 1881, 
three men commanded him to halt, presented 
pistols, and took from him $5,000, money beiong- 
ing to the Government, and $260, his own prop- 
erty.

THE VERDICT WHICH LED TO RIOT | ])ft ATH CUTS OFF SUICIDE 


ONE OF THE CINCINNATI JURY TELLS HOW 
IT WAS REACHED. 

CrncInNATI, April 17.—Tbhe Grand Jury, 
which is investigating the late riots, is believed 
to have been placed in possession of testimony of 
a sensational character. It is still pushing its in- 
vestigation, and it will probably be continued for 
some days to come. 

Michael McGuire, one of the jury who precip- 
itated the trouble by finding Berner, a self-con- 
fessed murderer, guilty of only manslaughter, 
made a statement to a reporter that throws much 
light upon the method by which that wonderful 
verdict was reached. He says that between 
the ballots games of cards were played for 
money and intimated that those who won 
were not afterward as strenuous for Berner’s 
conviction. Hesays that after retiring to the 
jury-room the foreman, A. F. Shaw. suggested 
that they takea bailot at once,and urged him 
(McGuire) to vote ‘Not guilty.” Shaw and one 
other juror wrote the ballots and handed one to 
him. It read “Not guilty.“ He threw it into 
the hat and then took it out and voted for mur- 
der in the first degree. He says that there was 
no open discussion of the question of Ber- 
ner’s guilt, but four of the jurors, including the 
foreman,held whispered consultations after every 
ballot was taken. The foreman, after one of the 
ballots, announged that it was unanimous for 
manslaughter. “McGuire declared that could 
not be possible, for he had voted for murder in 
the first degree, and. he thought Juror Merrill 
had voted for murder in the second degree. Mc- 
Guire says Shaw was a good talker, and finally 
influenced Merrill to vote manslaughter. At the 
last he (McGuire) was forced to also vote for man- 
slaughter. Assoon as this vote was taken they 
were rushed out to the court-room and the ver- 
dict read. He thought of making an explana- 
tion to the Judge, but was deterred from doing 
so by Shaw, who told him that the Judge want- 
ed them to return a verdict of manslaughter, 
and was pleased with it. 

McGuire has been before the Grand Jury, and, 
it is believed, made before it a much fuller and 
more startling statement than the one given the 


press.

A POLISH AND HUNGARIAN RIOT. 


THREE POLES SEVERELY 
FATALLY. 

PirTsBuRG, Penn., April 17.—A riot, which 
is certain to result in the lossof one and probably 
three lives, occurred at Braddock, a town 10 
miles east of this city, about 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing. About 100 Polish and Hungarian workmen 
were conversing in a court-yard when Joseph 
Miller, a Pole, and another man disagreed over 
some trifling matter. Miller endeavored to leave 
the place, but was set upon by the Hungarians. 
The weapons used were branches of trees, three 
inches in diameter, snatched from a wood- 


pile, pokers, and the head of a _ hatchet. 
A leather strap, four feet long, had been 
passed through the eye of the hatchet, and with 
this weapon Milier was knocked down and so 
badly injured that he will not recover. A hole 
was cut in his forehead just above the eye, and 
he was cut twice on the top of the head and in 
three places on his back with the sharp edge of 
the hatchet. He Was also beaten with the clubs 
and pokers. Two other Poles, Maleski and Smith 
went to his assistance,‘and they also were bad! 
beaten. Maleski was struck with the hatchet an 
cut badly above and below the lefteye. He got 
a scalp wound also, and his felt hat was cut 
through in several places, Smith was beaten 
with clubs on the body, and his face was cut. 
While he was struggling with his assailant some 
one fired a revolver, the bullet just grazing the 
back of his head and leaving a mark. He man- 
aged to escape, and ran into the house. 

The fight by this time had lasted nearly an 
hour. lt was ended suddenly by the appearance 
of a posse of citizens, who arrested six of the 
most prominent rioters and dispersed the others. 
The prisoners were gq@en a hearing and have 
been held to await either the death or the recov- 
ery of the injured men. The yard where the 
fight took place showed evidences of a desperate 
struggle. The bricks were splashed with blood, 
and in one place a pool of blood had formed. 

The riot was the result of bad. blood between 
the Polesand Hungarians. Last night the Poles 
living ia Bruggerman’s Row were celebrating 
the return to’their country of five of their num- 
ber, and during the evening the party partook 
freely of liquor and frequent quarrels occurred.

ALLEGED INSURANCE FRAUDS. 


ERA Tee S 
MR. DIMICK AGAIN ARRESTED ON 
CHARGES. 

BuFFALO, N. Y., April 17.—Lorenzo Dim- 
ick, late of the insurance firm of Crosby & 
Dimick, of this city, was again arrested to-day 
on three new warrants charging him with grand 
larceny in connection with the insurance busi- 
ness. Twoof the warrants were served at the 
instance of the Thames and Mersey Marine Jn- 
surance Company, of England, and one at 
the instance of the Union Insurance 
Company, of Philadelphia. Dimick is now 
agent for the Continental Insurance Com- 
pany, of New-York. It is charged 
that he diverted premiums due to the Thames 
and Mersey and the Union Companies to the 
Continental and that he habitually kept back 20 
ver cent. of the premiums which he received. 
The warrants were issued on affidavits made by 
officers of the defrauded companies and by three 
clerks in Crosby & Dimick’s office.

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HEART DISEASE SAVES MAJOR 
WEIRMAN FROM THE PISTOL. 
SUDDEN END OF ANDREW JOHNSON’S PRI- 
VATE SECRETARY IN THE COLEMAN 

HOUSE—WHY HE WAS TIRED OF LIFE. 

Major Edwin H. Weirman, who was 
known among his associates as a rich raitroad 
man, has been staying at the Coleman House, at 
Broadway and Twenty-eighth-street, since Jan- 
uary last. He wasa tall, handsome man, witha 
commanding figure, but he was aftlicted, he 
said, with heart disease, and for a long time 
had been a confirmed invalid; so much so 
that he was afraid to go out much, through 
fear of suddenly dying ,in the _ street. 
At about 11:30 o’clock on Wednesday night ** the 
Major,” as he was called. came in the hotel 
through the Broadway entrance and stopped to 
talk a few minutes to William L. Strails, the 
night clerk, whom he knew. Strails remarked 
that a man in so delicate a condition as the Major 
should not be out in the night air, and then he 
noticed that Weirman was very much excited. 

** Here, feel my heart,” the latter said, and the 
clerk, placing his hand on his breast, found it 
beating like a trip-hammer. The Major said no 
more, but walked over and touched the button 
for the elevator to come downforhim. While 
he waited he called back to the clerk that 
he was going up to his room to bed, and 
did not wish to be disturbed until late in 
the morning. Just as the elevator reached the 
floor on which the Major was waiting, and as 
the attendant opened the door to let him in, the 
clerk, who was still looking at him, saw him 
stagger and fall prone to the floor. He did not 
utter a sound, not even a groan, and when the 
clerk, who jumped over the office counter and 
ran to where he lay, reached him life was ex- 
tinct. Strails tried to raise him up, but failed in 
doing so. The body was removed to the 
dead man’s room, and yesterday morn- 
ing Coroner Levy was. notified. Papers 
found in the dead man’s clothing convinced 
the Coroner that the Major had in- 
tended to commit suicide, and that he had only 
been prevented from doing this by his sudden 
death. Intherear pocket of the trousers was 
found a loaded five-chambered 32-calibre re- 
volver of the old Smith & Wesson manufacture. 
It had evidently seen service, and one of the 
numbers inscribed on the handle had, been re- 


cently scratched off, so as to make it impossi- 
ble to tell what the number of the weapon 
really was. In an inside pocket of his coat were 
found several documents and letters, among 
which was the following, addressed to John H. 
Mason, Esg., Hotel St. Marc, Fifth-avenue and 
Thirty-ninth-street, city: 

My DEAR MASON: What. can—what shall—I say to 
you, dear, good, kind friend? That you will look with 
charity on my act I know full well. 

Mason, I am driven to desperation. I believe-—I think 
Lam doing right. Honor and manhood urge me to it. 
Circumstances have combined against me, and I can 
not longer withstand the strain which oppresses me. 
Good-bye, dear friend, and regard me as best you cam, 
Good-bye and God bless you. A. H. WEIRMAN. 

Another letter, addressed to Divine & Gillis, 
proprietors of the Hotel St. Mare, stated the 
writer’s intention of ending his life, and, closed 
with the sentence: “I hope you will ask for me 
that for which I cannot ask myself. God’s bless- 
ing on you. Good-bye.” Neither of the ietters 
bore any date, but both looked as if they had 
recently been written. 

The Coroner had the body removed to an un- 
dertaking establishment at No. 359 Fourth-sve- 
nue. It was thought that possibly the Major had 
given up his evident intention of shooting him- 
self and had taken poison, and Deputy Coroner 
Jenkins made'an autopsy last eveniug. He 
found that the man had died from aneurism 
ot the heart—heart diserse—and that death 
had resulted instantaneously. Mr. John 
H. Mason, the recipient of the letter 
given, and’ who is in'‘charge of the caté 
at the Hotel St. Marc, said he had known Mais 
Weirman fora number of years. _He was origi- 
nally from.Virginia, being a member of an old 
family of that State, and a highiy educated, pol- 
ished gentleman. He had had a great deal ot 
trouble ‘with his heart for -a long time, and for 

nine months had been an inmate of the Presby- 
‘terian Hospital, having left there in April of last 
year. From that time until the midale of January 
last he had staid at the St. Marc, living in 
the most expensive style. He was. lavish with 
his money, of which he seemed to have an un- 
ending supply, and he was generally looked upon 
asavery wealthy man. Mason said that Weir- 
‘man had earned his title of Major in the late re- 
Lellion, during the whole of which he fought, 
siweularly enough, on the Northern side. He 
was a great friend of ex-President Andrew John- 
son,,and during the latter’s Administration was 
his vate secretary. 
{thin the past three months, Mr. Mason said, 
the Major had been speculating rather exten- 
sively in stocks. Mason believed he had lost a 
good dal of money in this way. He was once a 
promin«nt railroad man, and at one time was au 
inspectoy’ of the Pullman Palace Car Company, 
The last time Mason ‘saw him was on Wednes- 
day afternoon at the St. Mare. He had 
been marxied, but had no children. He 
has a married sister, who is at vresent 
traveling abroad. Mr. Downs, the clerk of the 
St. Mare, aiso krew the Major somewhat in- 
timately, but had first met him at the hotel, 
when he came theretolive. He wasa rich man, 
the clerk said; and had lived there like a lord. 
Mr. Downs asserted that Weirman was engaged to 
be married toa wealthy and beautiful young lady 
who, he believed, was from Kentucky, and that 
they had frequently met and dined together at 
the hotel. Major Weirman called at the hotel last 
Sunday afternoom, during the heavy rain to 
borrow an umbrella, baving leit his own at 
home, and while there taiked for some time with 
the clerk. The conversation drifted into a dis- 
cussion of the cause of the numerous suicides 
which had occurred recently, and the Major re- 
marked that no one need be surprised at shortly 
seeing his own name added to the large list. 
Downs laughed, and asked what the Major had to 
make him commit suicide, and he said: “ Well, 
I am fit for nothing. Iam in constant dread of 
death, and I might bring it on myself just cs well 


as not. 

Another of the friends of the dead man, Col. C. 
W. Moulton, who iives at the Arno, at Broadway 
and Twenty-eighth-street, said lgst night that 
about four years ago Major Weirman was con- 
nected with the Texas, Louisiana and Pacific 
Railroad Company. He was engaged, the Colonel 
said, té6 be married shortly to a beautiful and 
wealthy girl. The Colonel knew him when he 
was Johnson’s secretary, and said that at that 
time he also held a position in the Internal Rev- 
enue Department. He had known that the Ma- 
oo was extremely delicate, but never imagined 

is committing suicide. 

Among Weirman’s effects was founda telegram 
-dated New-York, March 21,” and which was: 

I will see you a few minutes this evening to talk 
about going. . . MA sree 

It is supposed by friends that Marie is the 
woman co whan he was engaged to be married. 
No clue to her identity, however, could be dis- 
covered. ajor Weirman, who was about 40 
years old, was an extremely handsome man and 
‘was very attentive to the ladies.

AN ATTEMPT TO NEUTRALIZE HIS 
STRENGTH IN NEW-JERSEY, 
THE ADMINISTRATION MEN PERSUADE HIS 
FOLLOWERS NOT TO INSTRUCT THE NA- 

TIONAL CONVENTION DELEGATES. 


TRENTON, April 17.—On the face of 
things Arthur wil! find cold comfort,in the re- 
sults of to-day’s Republican State Convention. 
But there is a wide-spread suspicion that his case 
is not as hopeless as it seems. The action of the 
delegation selected here to-day to represent the 
Republicans of the State at Chicago in June de- 
pends to a considerable extent upon the will of 
Gen. Sewell. His influence was seen all through 
the proceedings and the preliminary contests 
that preceded it, and it is safe to say that he can 
lead five at least of the delegates to whatever 
candidate he may see fit to support. He 
has declared himself for Blaine, but he 
Was extremely non-committal when’ THE 
TrmeEs’s correspondent saw him last night. 
It is believed by those who ought to know 
that he has really contracted with the Adminis- 
tration to deliver the delegation to President 
Arthur. Having assured himself of his own 
election last night, he spent all of his time to- 
day in urging, strongly as he knew how, 
against a formal declaration of its preference by 
the convention. A Blaine resolution would have 
swept the convention like wildfire. None was 
even offered, and if one had been it would have 
been choked off by the rule referring it without 
having it read. The delegates therefore go un- 
instructed, and there is a wide-spread suspicion 


that if the vote of New-Jersey can give Mr. 
Arthur the nomination, he will be able to geta 
large slice of it. 

All the morning was spentin holding district 
caucuses—at which the district delegates were 
chosen—and in making the preliminary arrange- 
ments forthe convention. It had been settled 
last night that Sewell and State Senator Gardner, 
of Atlantic, should be two of the delegates at 
large. Robeson, finding himself beaten, sent a 
flag of truce into the Sewell camp, but no terms 
of compromise would be listened to_ there. 
Friends of both sides suggested that the Senator 
and the ex-Congressman shake hands and make 
itall up in the presence of the First District 
delegates, but Gen. Sewell wouldy’t shake. 
There was no opposition to Senator Gard- 
ner, but there was strong opposition to 
the candidate from the other end of the 
State who had_ the lead. Ex-Senator 
Frederic A. Potts, who came within an ace of 
the Governorship four years ago, entered the 
lists against William Walter Phelps, and the 
friends of John Hill were conducting a “still 
hunt” for his shoes. Hill did not care to go 
boldly into the canvass for fear that he might 
throw the selection of a district delegate away 
from Morris County, and so defeat the choice of 
his neighbor, Sheriff Howeil. Judge J. Frank 
Fort found a very active opponent in the person 
of ex-Sheriff John J. Toffey, of Hudson. Court- 
landt Parker made war upon him even 
in his own county, and between the two 
he narrowly escaped defeat. Nothing but 
the fact that he is a son-in-law of 
Senator Stainsby saved him. Itwas said that 
in consiaeration of legislative service rendered 
to Hudson Republicans by Mr. Stainsby, the 
Hudson men had pledged themselves to Fort, 
but when they met in caucus to-day, they went 
bodily over to Poffey, and the ex-Sheriff angled 
some delegates even out of Fort’s own county. 
The aggressive candidacy of Potts against 
Phelps and of Toffey against Fort made the con- 
test so close that up tothe time of the meeting of 
the convention it was doubtfyl which two of 
them would win. 

There were some exciting contests over the 
selection of the district delegates. in the First 
District Senator Isaac T. Nichols, of Cumber- 
land, and Thomas Harned, of Camden, were 
chosen without trouble. In the Second District 
caucus Atlantic and Ocean Counties agrecd to 
accept the two nominations Burlington and Mer- 
cer should make. William 8, Skirm captured 26 
votes in the Mercer caucus, but the 10 men who 
voted for Roebling refused to abide by the re- 
sult. Burlington cast five tie votes, and 
finally elected Mahlon Hutchinson. The 
Mercer recalcitrants took their dispute 
into the general caucus again, and Skirm 
was indorsed. The Third District chose John 
W. Herbert, of Monmouth, and James L. 
English, of Union; the Fourth, John I. Blair, of 
Warren, and William S. Long, of Somerset. In 
the Fifth District Watts Cooke and Joseph Cun- 
ningbam had 15 votes each, and Henry L. Butler 
9. Some of the Butler men went over to Cooke 
and elected him. The Sixth District elected As- 
semblyman Lehlback and William Riker, Jr., at 
Newark, several days ago. The Seventh District 
delegation was carried, after a warm contest, by 
James Gopsiill and Gen. John Ramsey. 

The protracted discussions in the district cau- 
cuses delayed the calling of the State Conven- 
tion to order; and, when ex-Senator Garrett A. 
Hobart rapped for quiet at 12:40, the 79 Hudson 
men had not yet taken their seats. They came 
in 20 minutes later. Senator John W. Griggs 
was made temporary Chairman, and Asa W. 
Dickinson was made Secretary, with two assist- 
ants. In his address on taking the chair, Mr. 
Griggs spoke for a protective tariff, and de- 
clared that the Democrats were now busy 
in §Washington digging the grave of the 
Democratic Party, and he wound up with an ap- 

for an unpledged delegation. He made inci- 
ental reference to the Presidential candidates. 
Logan’s name brought no responsive cheers. 
There was a ripple for Arthur. Edmunds’s 
mame elicited cheers, but Blaine’s aroused a 
whirlwind of applause. The temporary organi- 
zation was completed. Each county sent up the 
name of a Vice-President; the Committees on 
Credentials, Rules, Nominations, and Platform 
were named, and the convention listened to a 
bright speech from Congressman Horr, of Mich- 
igan, in which he took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity tosay a word for an unpledged delega- 
tion. Then the convention adjourned for dinner. 

At 3 o’clock Senator Griggs called the con- 
vention to order again. It was understood that 
Mr. Phelps was to succeed him in the Chairman- 
ship of the convention, but Griggs was made 
permanent Chairman, and the rest of the tempo- 
rary organization was continued. Nominations 
for Delegates at Large was soon afterwards taken 
up. United States Senator Sewell, Senator Gard- 
ner, of Atlantic, ex-Senator Frederick A. Potts, 
Congressman William Walter Phelps, ex-Con- 

man John Hill, ex-Congressman George M. 
obeson, Judge J. Frank Fort, ex-Sheriff John 
J. Toffey, and the Hon. Courtland Parker were 
put before the convention. The first and 
only ballot was taken. Except in Essex, the 
Chairman of the county delegations announced 
the vote in their respective counties. John Y. 
Foster insisted that the wards and townships in 
Essex County be polled. Three hundred and 
twenty-four votes were needed to accomplish an 
election. The result of the ballot was as follows:

This result bad been reached after two changes 
had been allowed. Before the changes Potts had 
a bare majority and Fort just lacked a majority. 
Hudson’s change of 14 votes from Potts to Fort 
reversed the order of things, giving Fort the ma- 

ority and counting Potts out of the election. 

nator Griggs announced that Sewell, Gardner, 
Phelps, and Fort, having received the needed ma- 
jority, were elected as delegates at large. 

There was general comment on the crushing 
defeat of Gen. Robeson; but a greater humilia- 
tion was in store for him. Early in the conven- 
tion Jesse Lawson, a colored office-holder from 
Washington, offered resolutions adopted by the 
Republican voters of the State asking that if no 
colored man could go to the convention as a del- 
egate at large the colored voter might at least be 
remembered in the selection of alternates. 
When the delegates at large had been chosen 
some one moved thatthe four defeated candi- 
dates for delegates who had received the largest 
vote be declared alternates, This would have 
counted in Robeson. Sewell’s friends thought the 
time was ripe to remember the colored voter, 
and one of them moved that the three highest 
be declared alternates, and that a colored man 
be selected for the fourth. The suggestion met 
with acceptance, and was adopted. The three 
highest were Potts, Toffey. and Hill. Robeson 
would have been the fourth, but the place he 
might have achieved under the first resolution 
was lost by the adoption of the suggestion sub- 
sequently made. The convention was not long 
in selecting the colored: man to supplant him. 
Jesse Lawson himself was chosen by a viva voce 
vote. Mr. Phelps made a warm Blaine speech 
that elicited frequent applause, and the conven- 
tion adjourned. 


The delegates elected stand, or say they stand, 
as follows: 

Gen. Sewell—I am for the man who is the most 
available. The sentiment of the State is for 
Blaine, and I shall respect it. 

Senator Gardner—I am for Blaine first and for 
a good while. ThenI am forEdmunds, I would 
next be for Logan, if I did not fear that his can- 
aidacy would beat Lincoln. 

Congressman Pheips and Judge Fort are out- 
spoken Blaine men. 

Senator Nichols—I am for Blaine. I will not 
goto Arthur. Edmunds is my second choice. 

Thomas Harned is said by his friends to be for 
Blaine, and both Mahlon Hutchinson and Capt. 
Skerin are forhim. Judge Herbert is for Ed- 
munds, but as his district is overwhelmingly 
Blaine he will support Blaine. He will not be 
for Arthur. John J. Blair is for Blaine. He 
would not say whether, under some circum- 
stances, he might not support Arthur. William 
8. Long's preferences are not known. Sheriff 
Howelil’s first choice is Edmunds, but he 
will support Blaine because the sentiment 
of the State seems to be for him. Watts Cooke 
_ is said by some to bea Blaine man, by others to 

be for Edmunds. He has no leaning to Arthur, 

Assemblyman Lehblbach is against Blaine and 
not favorable to Arthur. He will support Ed- 
William 8. Riker is for Blaine or Ed- 
munds. James Gopsill is for Edmunds and 
Lincoin. He would like to have Lincoln at the 
head of the ticket. 

Gen. Ramsey—I am for Edmunds; I might 
vote for Arthur, but I will not support either 
Blaine or Logan.

INDIANA DELEGATES AT LARGE. 
TWO, SENATOR HARRISON AND COL. R. W. 

THOMPSON, CHOSEN BY ACCLAMATION, 

INDIANAPOLIS, April 17.—The State Con- 
vention completed its work to-day with great har- 
mony and with satisfactory results. It was the first 
convention of the kind ever held in the State, 
and its composition was of the leading and rep- 
resentative men of the party. Gen. Thomas M. 
Browne presided, but made no speech other than 
a brief word of thanks. Col. R. W. Thompson 
was placed in nomination as “a man of historic 
reputation; one who came among us while 


many of us were boys; a_ star of 
the first magnitude, the aacient warrior 
of the Wabash.” The nomination was greeted 
with the heartiest applause and was confirmed 
by acclamation. In accepting the nomination 
Col. Thompson said: * You have conferred an 
unexpected and undeserved_honor upon me by 
electing me a delegate to Chicago with such 
unanimity. I shall go with the honest determina- 
tion to do right, and shall do my duty fearlessly, 
honestly, zealously, and impartially, so that the 
selection will leave no doubt of the election of 
our candidate for President.” 

Gen. Fred Knefter. of this city, presented the 
name of Senator Ben Harrison. So soon as his 
name was heard the convention broke into most 
tumultuous applause, the cheers being renewed 
again and again. The nomination was seconded 
by the Hon. Will Cumback and was also con- 
firmed by acclamation. Probably the extraor- 
dinary scene when the Senator’s name was pre- 
sented may be due in some measure to the little 
fight made upon him by a few persons. This op- 
position culminated in an article in the Indianap- 
polis Times of this morning, which said: 

“There is a great deal of opposition to Senator Har- 
rison being sent as a delegate, first, because it would be 
indelicate for him to place himself in a position where 
his motives will be criticised, and because it would be 
taking an unfair advantage ot two equally prominent 
Republicans whose names have been mentioned in 
connection with the Presidential nomination under cer- 
tain circumstances, and we trust that his friends will 
not present his name as he can only be nominated over 
® pronounced opposition, and that wiil not only 
weuken him before the country, but will injure his po- 
litical standing.” 

On account of the use of the names of Gen. 
Gresham and Gen. Porter by those who attempt- 
ed to oppose Senator Harrison, the matter ap- 
peared to assume the pbase of a Harrison- 
Gresham contest, but the determination of the 
party not to allow the beginning of any such a 
quarrel was emphatically shown by the vote for 
Senator Harrison, which was given with the most 
pronounced heartiness and emphasis. There 
was not a voice of opposition § heard 
in the Convention. Ex-Congressman John 
H. Baker, of Elkhart County, was nom- 
inated upon the first ballot as a representa- 
tive of the northern part of the State. On the 
second ballot Morris McDonald, of New-Albany, 
defeated the Hon. Will Cumback. Mr. Cumback 
had opposition in his immediate neighborhood, 
while Mr. McDonald was held to be locally a bet- 
ter representative of the southern part of the 
State, which demanded recognition distinctly as 
such. Mr. McDonald isa wholesale merchant of 
New-Albany, a gentleman, a Republican of 
prominence, and is also a warm friend 
of Gen. Gresham. The selection of Mr. 
Cumpback was desired on the ground 
that he is a _ representative of the pro- 
nounced temperance Repubticans, but that 
fact was used against himin certain localities. 
But the question of locality determined the mat- 


ter. 

Among the alternates Edwin F. Horn is the 
editor of the World, the colored man's paper 
here. B. H. Roelker isa heavy manufacturer in 
Evansville, a prominent German, and former 
member of the State Legislature. Moses Fowler 
is a banker of Lafayette, and G. B. Ward is a 
farmer, a one-legged soldier. Altogether the 
convention has done a good day’s work for Indi- 
ana Republicanism. The new State Central Com- 
mittee metithis afternoon and egreed tocontinue 
the present organization until the date of the 
State Convention, at which time the Presidential 
and State candidates can be consulted as to the 
Chairmanship. 

Col. Thompson is understood to prefer Senator 
Edmunds asa candidate for President. Mr. Ba- 
ker’s first choice is Gen. Harrison, but both will 
be for Blaine, on account of the expressed wish 
ofamajority of the Republicans of the State. 
Mr. McDonald’s first choice is probably Gen. 
Gresham, but outside of the State he will be for 
President Arthur.

DELAWARE STALWARTS BEATEN. 
GETTING ONLY ONE DELEGATE OF THE SIX 
ELECTED TO THE CONVENTION, 

Dover, Del., April 17.—The Republican 
State Convention to-day resulted in a triumph 
of the half-breed element of the party. Bird, 
Hastings, McMullen, and other stalwarts were 
early on the ground, and worked industriously, 
but when the time for the assembling of the con- 
vention had arrived it was generally conceded 
that they were beaten. ‘“ Dick” Harrington, 
Chairman of the State Committee, called the con- 
vention to order at1lo’clock. In doingso he stated 
that this was his last official act ina political ca- 
pacity, but before retiring he wanted it distinctly 
understood that he had no part in taking a Re- 
publican Judge from the State Court, and mak- 
ing room fora Democrat. This at once threw 
the convention into a state of great excitement. 
There were hisses, applause, and fists shaken. 
Washington Hastings, betore Hartington was 
through, was endeavoring to reply, and so was 
LeviC. Bird, who declared that they would take 
no lessons from Harrington, and that his day 
was over. 

After peace had been restored Job H. Jackson, 
of Wilmington, a pronounced Blaine man, was, 
on motion of George V. Massey, made tempo- 
rary, and afterward permanent, Chairman, the 
stalwarts making no objection. The next row 
which occurred was on the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials to throw out the delegates 
from the First:Ward of Wilmington. ‘The stal- 
wart members of the committee made a minor- 
ity report. After much wrangling and noise, 
in which Hastings, Bird, Harrington, Lof- 
land, Massey, Smithers, and Pickles partici- 

ated, the majority report was adopted 

y a strict vote between the factions, the half- 
breeds predominating by a large majority. Mr. 
Smithers reported the resolutions. They declared 
that Biaine was the preference of the Republican 
people of Delaware, but that the delegates should 
go to the Chicago Convention unpledged. This 
was a compromise between the half-breeds and 
stalwarts, the latter being = to get off with 
simply an expression of preference rather than 
direct instructions. The resolutions also change 
the manner of appointing the State committee, 
—_ make no reference to the tariff or national 

ues. 

The State was divided into four districts, and 
each district was allowed to make its own selec- 
tion on the State Committee and to select its 
share of national copperes. The Wilmington 
District was controlled by the stalwarts, and got 
its only delegate to the National Convention, 
Washington Hastings. The other delegates se- 
lected were John Pilling, George V. Massey, 
John H. Hoffecker, v. J. Layton, and W. J. 
Steward. These five are decided Biaine 
men; Hastings is not. he convention 
adjourned at 65:30 P. M. ‘here is much 
disappointment among the stalwarts. The 
claim that they have done all of the party wor. 
for several years, and that they are now turned 
down by a faction which never did anything but 
claim the offices, The complimentary references 
to Blaine in the resolutions brought the house 
down with applause, and three cheers were given 


for him.

THE TENNESSEE REPUBLICANS. 
NOMINATING A GOVERNOR AND SELECTING 
DELEGATES. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 17.—The State 
Republican Convention, which assembled at the 
Capitol to-day, was composed of 350 white and 
150 colored delegates. The session, which beran 
at 12:30 o'clock, was quite orderly, despite 
the contending elements. The Hon. L. C. Houk, 
Congressman from the Third District, was chosen 
temporary Chairman. The committee to select 
Electors for the State at large nominated the 
Hon. Emerson Etheridge,of Weakley County, and 
Senator A. J, Brown, of Washington County. The 
report of the committee had scarcely been read 
when W. F. Yeardley, colored, who was an inde- 
pendent aspirant for Gubernatorial honors in 1876, 
entered an emphatic protest against the selection 
of Etheridge. He based his objection on the 
fact that Etheridge had once been connected 
with the Democracy, and the Republic- 
ans could not afford to have such a representa- 


tive to canvass the State. Spirited speeches 
in favor of the adoption of the report 
were made by Congressman Pettibone and 
R. R. Butler, who vouched for Etherid After 
several other speeches and motions the report 
was sent back to the committee. The committee 
to select delegates from the State at large to the 
National Convention submitted a report, which 
was adopted, although objection was made to the 
selection of Cassells, colored, of Shelby County. 
The whole list of delegates is as follows: L.C. 
Houk, of Knoxville; J. C. Napier, of Nashville; 
T. F. Cassells, of Memphis, and W. P. Brownlow, 
of Jonesboro. Congressional Districts—A. H. 
Pettibone, John W. Brown, W.C. Chandler, W. 
H. Chumla, H. F. Griscom, F. V. Brown. B. W. 
Burford, John Pruett, W. T. Elliott, William 
Ekin, H. L. W. Cheatham, B. I. Hadley, A. M. 
Hughes, Jr., Richard Harris, 8. W. Hawkins, J. 
C. Watson, Carter Harris, and J. H. Smith. The 
delegates are without instructions. 

R. R. Butler, of East Tennessee; A. M. Hughes, 
of Middle Tennessee, and W. W. Murry,of West 
Tennessee, were recommended for Railroad Com- 
missioners by the committee appointed for that 
purpose. But Butler, who declared that he did 
not desire any office, declined in favor of John 
B. Rogers. The platform of principles was re- 
ceived with applause. It indorses the pres- 
ent Administration. The nomination for Gov- 
ernor being next in order, Congressman 
Pettibone moved that the convention nominate 
Judge Frank I. Reid, of Davidson County. The 
motion was greeted with hearty cheers. Samuel 
W. Hawkins, an ex-member of the Federal army, 
seconded the nomination, saying that while fight- 
ing against the Confederacy he had been cap- 
tured by Judge Reid, who was on the other side, 
and that if he [Hawkins] could clasp hands with 
an old enemy, he thought others could do 
thesame. The remarks made a good impression. 
Reid was nominated by acclamation amid great 
enthusiasm. Judge Reid was introduced and de- 
livered a long speech, accepting the nomination, 
He referred to the past record of the Democratic 
and Republican Parties, denounced the repudia- 
tion of the larger part of the State debt, severely 
criticised the Railroad Commissioners for mak- 
ing low rates for the lessees of the penitentiary 
and high rates for the farmers, and advocated 
the encouracement of manufacturing industries 
and railroads. The report of the Committee on 
Electors at Large being reconsidered, Etheridge 
was dropped, and Horace H. Harrison, of’ Nash- 
ville, was substituted. Samuel W. Hawkins was 
substituted for Senator Brown, who declined. 

As near as can be ascertained, the preferences 
of the delegates are as follows: For Arthur, 
Messrs. Houk, Napier, Cassells, Brownlow, John 
Brown, Chandler, Churnier, Griscom, I. V.

STARTING A M’DONALD BOOM. 
THE INDIANA ASSOCIATION OF WASHINGTON 
FORMALLY ANNOUNCES HIS CANDIDACY. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—Ex-Senator Mc- 
Donald was formally announced as a candidate 
for the Presidency by the Indiana Democratic 
Association of this city, at a meeting held to- 
night. Representative Cobb offered the follow- 


ing resolution: 

Whereas, The name of the Hon. Joseph E. McDonald, 
of Indiana, has been prominently mentioned as a fit 
andavuilable candidate for the Presidency; therefore 

Resolved, by the Indiana Democratic Association at 
Washington, That we recognize in the Hon. Joseph E. 
McDonald a patriot, a sattesmuan, and a Democrat who 
has ever been faithful to his party and his country. 
That in the judgment of this association the nomina- 
tion of Mr. McDonald for the Presidency by the Demo- 
dratic National Convention would establish harmony in 
the party throughout the country, and would result in 
the success of Democratic principles at the approach- 
ing Presidential election. 

Senator Voorhees made a speech in support of 
the resolution, in which, after reviewing the po- 
litical situation, he said: 

“I understand our object is to present to the Ameri- 
can people, for their highest confidence, a distinguished 
citizen, whose character, career, aed services will meet 
the requirements I have stated.

I donot stand here to declare that no one but Mr. Mc- 
Donald, at the head of our ticket, can carry Indiana in 
November. * * * There are other names which I 
might readily mention, but need not now, and under 
which victory cun be achieved. We will not go to Chi- 
cago to claim @ nomination in order to save ourselves

PROTECTION FOR COPPER MINES. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The following is quoted from the edi- 
torial page of the New-York Tribune, April 11: 

“ij he fact that the largest copper mine inthe coun- 
try has failed to declare its regular May dividend has 
caused considerable comment in business Gircles. 
* * * However, there seems to be no reason for 
any doubts about the company’s solvency. Still, it is 
significant that even this rich corporation has been 
uffected unfavorably by the agitation fora further re- 
oh of the ta kept up by the free trade Demo- 
crats.”” 

From the news columns of the same paper the 
following facts are culled with regard to the 
Calumet and Hecla Copper Company, which is 
the corporation above referred to: 

“Its first dividend was paid in 1870, and up to May 
1, 1888, the total amount of dividends received by the 
stockholders was $%23,500,000. The. capital stock is 
#2,500,000—109,000 shares ofa par value of $25. The 
market price at present is about $220, * * * their 
surplus is about $2,000,000. * * * They employ 1,650 
menatthe mines. The product of last month was the 


largest ever known in the Lake Superior region, being 
nme sone. sn Aton . of . Me extracted a Lae 
ake region 6 A junds, scom rodu 
$2,000,000, and in Tseu, out of a total of 60,000,000 
pounds, their yield was about 83,000,000. * * * The 
present price of lake Sone is 143g cents for the bess 
and for common grades from 1334 to 144 cents. This 
is a decrease of about 4 cents per pound. * * * Sta- 
tistically, however, copper is in very good condition. 
* * * "The exports continue to be considerable; little 
is imported, and this little ‘! for the pu of re- 
ducing and reshipping, in which cace a whack is 
allowed.” 

The figures above quoted show that from 1870 
to 1883, including the memorable years of depres- 
sion—i874 to 1879—this company has averaged a 
profit of 80 per cent. on its capital. It is there- 
fore not surprising that shares of a par value of 
$25 bring in open market $220,a premium of 7380 
per cent. urious people may. here inquire 
whether the 1,650 men employed in these mines 
have received any higher wages than others em- 

loved in their locality in unprotected industries. 
‘he Tribune throws no light on this question, 
but it is probably safe to assume that the pre- 
mium, if any, on wages did not approach 780 per 
cent., and an assertion that the company hired 
its men at lowest possible prices would not be 
extra hazardous. The yield from the mines of 
this company is constantly increasing. The 
price averages 1434 cents per pound, a decrease 
of 4cents compared with some unspecified time 
in the past. If the tariff agitation has caused 
this reduction in the price of this raw mate- 
rial for so many important industries the free 
traders should thank God and take courage to 
continue the agitation. That this reduction has 
not seriously weakened the Calumet and Hecla 
mav be inferred from the fact that “the export 
continues to be considerable; little is imported, 
and this little for the purpose of reducing and 
reshipping, in which case a drawback is allowed.” 
The copper miners are therefore able to export 
their product, selling itata fair profit in Euro- 
pean markets in competition with the copper 
from other countries, while our tariff laws give 
them an unchallenged monopoly of the home 
market The statement made by the Tribune in- 
formant, “Statistically, however. copper, is in 
very good condition,” is unimpeachable. 

If the copper miners were doing bi'siness en- 
tirely on their own resources no fault could be 
found with the figures above set forth; ‘but in 
consideration of the fact that on home-used 
product they receive the benefit of a an 
tariff of 4 cents per pound, the public has the 
right to inquire what claims they have for pro- 
tection. The facts as stated in the news columns 
of the protectionist Tribune will convince most 
people that this “infant industry” is abundantly 
abie to live and thrive without the fostering care 
of the Government.

THE STAR ROUTE LAWYERS.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL BREWSTER SAYS-THEIR 
FEES WERE NOT IMMODERATE. 

WasuinaTon, April 17.—The Attorney. 
General sent to the Senate to-day, in reply to the 
Senate resolution of Jan. 24, 1884, copies of all 
papersand data bearing upon the compensation 
of special attorneys in the star route cases, He 
accompanies these documents with a letter ex- 
planatory of the action of the Department of 
Justice in relation to the employment and fees of 
special attorneys in those cases, in Which he says: 


The compensation for legal services in these cases 
was first fixed by my predecessor, Mr. MacVeagh, at a 
consultation with George Bliss, Esq., at Long Branch, 
N. J., in the presence of Mr. James, then Postmaster- 
General, as you will observe from the etter of Mr. Bliss 
to the Hor. Willium Lawrence, First Controller of the 
Treasury, dated Nov. 12, 1882. It seems that at that 
time Mr, MacVeagh did not think he had authority 
under the Jaw to enter into a contract binding the de- 

ritment ‘to pay a speci0c sum for future services. 

‘he fact is, the law does not contemplate such 
contracts, but Mr. MacVeagh, not having the statutes 
at hand, pleaded his inability uncer the law as a reason 
for not entering into a formal agreement. However, 
they came to a@ mutual understanding which was 
deemed its equivalent. 1 donot think the rate thus 
fixed to be either immodernte or in. excess of the fees 
ordinarily paid in New-York to lawyers of active prac- 
tice. It must be remembered. too, that Mr. Bliss was 
tuken away from home ané a prosperous business, and 
that he was selected because of his peculiar fit- 
ness for investigations of this character, havi 
had large experience as United States Distric 
Attorney in New-York City in like examina- 
tions. ad it been originally supposed that the 
cases would occupy the time they did probably the rate 
fixed would not have beenasked or given. When, 
however, the trial was tediously protracted by the 
policy of the defense, the sum total paid for the 
services of Mr. Bliss did appear excessive, and I ac- 
eney, urged that some abatement be made b 
him, as I did also to the other counsel. Mr. Ker’s bill 
reduced, and Mr. Merrick made reductions at my re- 
quest, but Mr. Bliss insisted upon ful! compliance with 
the requirements of the original c ntract, in one in- 
stance claiming that it allowed him toe charge for 
arguments wu sum in excess of $100 per day, 
which I refused to grant,and on the 4th day of No- 
vember, 1882, he wrote a letter threatening to _with- 
draw from the case if his account was not paid. While 
the cases were in prugressI thought it injudicious to 
insist upon concessions which would bring about the 
withdrawal of Mr. Bliss. Besides this, had a new at- 
torney been employed in his place it would have taken 
him several months to learn the facts and make the nec- 
essary preparation, which would have increased, 
rather than diminished, the expenses, though he 
were employed at a lower rate. A compensation of 
Messrs. errick and Ker was fixed by me, not 
extravagantly, asIlthink. The record of the two trials 
embraces 9,374 pages of closely printed matter; the 
labor was extreme, and the counsel were engaged con- 
tinuously for months, and often to a late hour at night. 
In view or the importance of the cases and the respon- 
sibility devolving upon the attorneys for the Govern- 
ment, I do not think the amount received by Messrs. 
Merrick and Ker excessive or out of proportion to that 
pest. in cases of even less magnitude between private 
parties, 

All of the counsel were necessary. There were at 
least ten openly acknowledged counsel for the defense 
in the first trial and a in the second. —— to 
these were but three for the prosecution. Some of 
the time of Mr. Bliss was frequently taken up in at- 
tendance upon the Grand Jury and out of court, when 
the whole labor of the cases wus thrown upon Mr. 
Merrick and Mr. Ker, who had to conduct the fre- 

uent and vexatious interlocutory contentions over 
the most irrelevant questions, raised in order to pro- 
long the trial in pursuance of the policy of the defense. 
On the 29th of March I requested Mr. Bliss to 
retire, and on the S8ilst of March, 1884, 
Mr. Merrick withdrew. I have recently employed 
Mr. Ker to assist in the prosecution of the Kellogg case, 
a matter which he had previously prepared and with 
which he is familiar. is last employment is from 
Mereh 31, 1884, and isat a compensation to be fixed 
nuf_er the trial, whenI can properly judge of the value 
his services. In the first trial of the cuses against 
ore et al., I personally appeared in court as often as 
my other duties would permit, followed the case with 
care from day to day, and made the closing argument 
before the court and a Two of the defendants 
were convicted on the first trial, but the irregu- 
larity and incongruity of finding the subordinates 
guilty and failing to convict the organizers 
fund general conspirators—those who made 
the whole gain and those who had set on foot the 
whole scheme to rob the Government—was so manifest 
that the verdict was set aside upon the motion of the 
Government. On the second trial there was an ac- 
quittal. The publicmen who were involved in these 
cases were not on their trials before these juries alone; 
they were on their trials before the people of the 
United States, and they were convicted by the common 
sor my of the whole country. They are not pun- 

shed by imprisonment, but they had better be in 
prison than now at large, objects of scorn and aversion. 

These prosecutions have not been without their use- 
fulness either. I have been informed by the Post 
Office officials that they have saved the Government in 
that department alone $2,000,000 per annum. The 
effect has been to deter all of the adventurers who 
throng about the departments in Washington. The 
same Officers have assured me that before these cases 
were begun the halls of the Post Office Department 
were swarming with these dishonest jobbers. They 
are there nomore. The wholesome terror of the trials 
has expelled them. The thoroughness of the investi- 
gations has made it plain that there is no place so high 
that i¢ could become a sanctuary for a thief or a public 
robber.

The documents submitted by the Attorneys 
General are, with a few exceptions, copies of 
letters or extracts from letters passing between 
Officials of {the Department of Justice and coun- 
sel for the prosecution. A letter from Benjamin 
Harris Brewster to George Bliss, dated Oct. 24, 
1881, refers to reports that MacVeagh is to leave 
the Cabinet and expresses a fear “that we are 
not to be able to adjust with him our 
compensation, as you suggested we must, 
and that a_e stranger, not  wunderstand- 
ing the case and its interests as Mr. 
MacVeagh certainly does understand them, will 
be our paymaster, and we will have difficulty in 
settling our compensation.” A letter from 
Mr. Bliss to Mr. Brewster, dated Dec. 29, 1881, 
says he is very much out with Col. Cook, 
doubts his fidelity, and certainly doubts his 
value; and also says his(Bliss’s) bill must neces- 
sarily be larger than he thinks Brewster will 
care to yoke himself to; “‘in other words,” he 
Says, “*more than you will feel like charging, 
though I wish you would come up to my mark.” 
In a letter to Solicitor-General Phillips Mr. Bliss 
says: ‘*Col. Cook has worked earnestly and faith- 
fully, and should be promptly reimbursed for his 
soar disbursements.”” In a letter from Mr. 

liss to Mr. Brewster, dated Dec. 30, 1881, inclos- 
ing a bill for services, he says: “It is not a cent 
too much, yet I recognize that if this thing is to 
continue the aggregate will be more than any 
one can stand. But I havea plan for future re- 
duction.” A letter from B!iss to Brewster Cam- 
eron, dated Oct. 30, 1882, says: ‘* Please hoist my 
bill out of the dead-lock in the Controller's 
office.” Another letter to Brewster Cameron 
dated Nov. 4, 188, says: ‘* What did 
Lawrence say? What is the prospect ?. I want 
the money,and moreover want to know if it is to 
be paid or if itis not I go out of the star route 
cases. [Laminno mood for fooling.” A letter 
from Bliss to Brewster Cameron, dated May 12, 
1883, refers to a bill he had sent to Mr. 
Brewster and states that the latter had prom- 
ised to pass it as soon as he (Cameron) returned, 
and that he had objected to something he 
thought in excess of his agreement which he 
(Bliss) had waived, and also says: “I want 
it passed before he goes away. Perhaps he 
may hke to have the record show a bill reduced. 
If so let him reduce the Dill he has from 
$6,000 to $5,600 and approve it.” Ina letter from 
the Attorney-General to Bliss, dated May 12, 
1888, he complains of adverse criticism of thé 
charges in the cases and ‘of the censure he has 
had to bear pepe ang He also objects to a 
special charge made by liss for a summing up 
in the case, and says; “I was willing to pay you 
what you said was your contract as to your terms 
when you were retained. * * * The contract 
must be py on both sides, but more than that 
the case will not bear. Cases like these are great 
opportunities to lawyers of merit, and the public 
very naturally disinclines to have them consid- 
ered as opportunities for gain. That disinclina- 
tion leads to criticism, and itis not to be wor 
dered at, for that isin harmony with the whole 
spirit of legislation upon the Ly age of compen- 
sation paid to the highest officials in the coun- 
try.” Ina letter to the Attorney-General dated 
Aug, 10, 1883, Mr. Bliss asks whether it is desired 
or expected that he should take part in the trial 
of ex-Senator Keilogg, and says that he con- 
siders the Government has a right to his ser- 
vices if it wants them. A series of letters 
and telegrams between the Attorney-General, 
Brewster Cameron, and Mr. Ker, with re- 
spect to bills submitted by the latter for 
services, follows this. In some of these let- 
ters Mr. Ker complains of the action of the 
Attorney-General in cutting down his bills. The 
Attorney-General, replying to these complaints 
on Dec. 20, 1883, speaks of the harsh criticism 
which the expenses in these cases have called 
forth, and reminds him that he has already 
received $30,000 for his_ services during 
about 16 months. He adds: “If during that time 
you could have made more than $30,000 in Phila- 
delphia, I will ever regret that you came here.” 
A letter from Bliss to the Attorney-General, 
dated Jan. 9, 1884, marked “* Personal,” says: “I 
judge an investigation is to be made of the De- 
iy ment of Justice.

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THE JEANNETTE SCANDALS 


LIEUT. DANENHOWER’S VIEWS 
GREATLY CHANGED. 

THE STORY HE TOLD MR. JACKSON PROMPT- 
ED BY BITTER FEELING—HIS TROUBLE 
WITH DE LONG—COLLINS'S ARREST, 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—In the investiga- 
tion of the Jeannette expedition to-day Seaman 
Noros was cross-examined by Mr. Arnoux, coun- 
sel for Mrs. De Long. Witness thought it was the 
intention of Capt. De Long, in trying to reach 
Wrangell Land, to find there a secure wintering 
Place. In the judgment of witness that was a 
wise plan. Capt. De Long was, asa rule, the last 
to be served with food at meals during the re- 
treat. The witness adhered to his statement that 
Melville might have gone earlier than he did in 
search of Capt. De Long's party, because 10 
days after Melville found natives and assist- 
ance at Geemavialok the river was s0 sol- 
idly frozen over that it would have been 
possible to travel on it and reach Bulun. 
At the time the witness left Capt. De Long’s 
party, Mr. Collins was in much better physical 
condition than the Captain. Witness was not 
surprised, however, when he learned that the 
Captain, althought the weaker, outlived Mr. Col- 
lins, because the Captain had more eomforts 
than the other members of the party. He was 
constantly taken care of. A half-tent was put 
up to shelter him from the wind. Ninderman 
dressed him and cared for him, and Alexy was 
always by him with askin blanket to throw over 
him. Witness did not know that this was be- 
cause the Captain was sick, or any moresick than 
the other members of the party. Witness would 
not have thought, however, at the time he left 
the party, that the Captain would have outlived 
Mr. Collins. 

Upon redirect examination, witness said that 
heand Capt. De Long were aware that there 
were settlements on the Siberian mainland, 
directly south ofthe place where the ship was 
lost. Witness had seen Lieut. Danenhower hoard- 
ing food on oneoccasion during the retreat, and 
had heard him say that if worst came to worst 
he intended to leave the party and escape on his 
own account. Upon being asked whether there 
was anything else that he would like to testify 
to, the witness asked that the ladies leave the 
room while he should repeat certain abusive and 
indecent words addressed to him on one occasion 
by Mr. Melville. The request was granted and 
the language was repeated to the committee. 

Mr. Arnoux, in behalf of Lieut. Danenhower, 
asked the witness whether he did not know that 
the hoarding of food by Mr. Danenhower was 
for the purpose of enabling the latter to makea 
forced march for the benefit and relief of the 
whole party. Witness replied that he did not so 
understand it. Witness volunteered—although 
sick at the time—to go back with Mr, Melville on 
the latter's first journey north in search of Capt. 
De Long's party. Witness was able to ride, and 
teld Mr. Melville he could show him where De 
Long‘s party was. Mr. Meiville, however, de- 
clined to let witness go, saying that it would 
take too many dogsto carry him. Witness was 
sure that if he had been allowed to go they would 
have found De Long’s party then, but its mem- 
bers would probably all have been dead. In re- 
ply to a queation from Mr. Curtis witness said his 
only reason for believing they would all have 
been dead was that the last entry made in Capt. 


: 


De Long’s journal was dated several days before 


Melville started on this journey. 

Lieut. Danenhower then took the stand, and in 
reply to the questions from Mr. Curtis, gave an 
account of his first meeting and acquaintance 
with Mr. Jerome Collins. Mr. Collins did not 
impress witness as being an educated scientific 
man. He was rather a bright man, who knewa 
little about everything but nota great deal about 
anything. Mr. Curtis then proceeded toexamine 
Lieut. Danenhower with regard to his meeting 
and acquaintance with Mr. Jackson, the New- 
York Herald correspondent in Siberia. Witness 
said that everything which he told Mr. Jackson 
at that time about the expedition wastrue. He 
desired, however, to make a_ statement 
with regard to the circumstances under 
which he talked to Mr. Jackson. He 
said that he appeared in this investi- 
gation as a reluctant witness to testify with re- 
~y to the conduct of men who were dead. He 

ad no hostility to any one, and no personal in- 
terest in the investigation. He had been com- 
pelled to appear and testify, and his only object 
was to tell the whole truth. Mr. Jackson was 
the first person from America or Europe witness 
bad seen after his arctic experience, and it 
was a great relief and pleasure to talk to 
him freely. Much of this talk was con- 
fidential. Mr. Bennett had telegraphed witness 
not to “air soiled linen.” Witness had cau- 
tioned the men not to talk,and hadtold Mr. 
Jackson about Mr. Bennett’s directions. Wit- 
ness thought Mr. Jackson had taken an unfeir 
advantage of him in repeating things said at 
that time in confidence. Witness's views with 
regard to many of the things he then talked 
with Mr. Jackson about had since changed. He 
now saw many of the circumstances of their 
arctic experience more clearly and in truer per- 
spective. He would, therefore, modify now 
some of the statements and opinions which he 
expressed to Mr. Jackson in Siberia. Witness 
further explained that there were more or less 
errorsin the records of his conversations with 
Mr. Jackson as printed in the Herald, and that 
he (the witness) had since published a revised 
edition of them. 

Counsel for Dr. Collins then read to the witness 
from the New-York Herald the greater part of a 
letter from Mr. Jackson, purporting to give wit- 
ness’s account of the landing and the proceed- 
ings of the whaleboat crew in the Lena delta. At 
the end of every paragraph the reader would 
pause and ask the witness whether such was his 
statement to Mr. Jackson. In almost every case 
the answer was in the affirmative, but in one in- 
stance the witness denied emphatically the 
authenticity of a statement which the Herald 
correspondent attributed to him. It was as 
follows: “It seems certain that the whale- 
boat reached the Lena proper, and that had 
the course been pursued a day longer Bulun 
would have been reached a month or six weeks 
earlier and Noros and Ninderman and the Cap- 
tain’s party saved.” Witness had no _ hesitation 
in swearing positively that he never made that 
statement either to Mr. Jackson or to any one 
else. Mr. Curtis asked the witness what he had 
told Mr. Jackson in Irkuisk with regard to the 
troubles between the officers of the Jeannette. 
The witness in reply gave an account of 
trouble between Capt. De Long and himself on 
two occasions during the retreat. The first un- 
pleasant feeling grew out of the Captain's re- 
fusal to assign witness to duty on Aug. 
8 though he was pene able to 
work. The Captain tol witness it was 
unofficer-like to come to him and complain 
atsuchatime. On the second occasion witness 
protested to the Captain against being in the 
whale-boat under the command of a staff officer. 
With all respect to Mr. Melville, witness thought 
it was risking the lives of the whole boat's crew 
to put the boat in command of an engineer. The 
Captain replied impatiently that he did not ar- 
range his details of officers to suit witness’s con- 
venience, and that it was unofticer-like to make 
such a complaint. 

Q.— Did you not tell Mr. Jackson that you had 
been unjustly treated? A.—I did. I was feeling 
very bitterly at that time. 

Q.—Did you gay to Mr. Jackson that you not 
only considered Mr.Collins's arrest and suspension 
unjustifiable, but regarded them as a punisb- 
ment? A.—I may have said so. I can neither 
affirm nor deny positively, 

Q.—Did not Mr. Collins do his whole duty on 
board ship in a proper manner? A.—He was 
continually erguing with the Captain about his 
duty. His duties were not clearly defined before 
the ship left San.Francisco. If they had been, 
there would have been no trouble. 

The witness then related the circumstances 
which led to Mr. Collins’s arrest. Mr. Collins 
showed a spirit of opposition to the Captain’s di- 
rections, and his arrest, witness thought, was the 
culmination ofa long series of little troubles 
and disagreements. Mr. Collins believed there 
was a combination of naval officers against him, 
and he was sensitive and morbid on the subject. 
He always greeted the Captain in the morning, 
but not the other officers, except, occasionally, 
the witness. Capt. De Long was not satisfied 
with Mr. Collins’s work. That was one reason 
why he took his instruments from him.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, April 17, 1884. 

At a meeting to-day of the House Committee 
on Law respecting the election of President and Vice- 
President a proposition to limit to 12 months the time 
during which a Cabinet offiter may perform the duties 
of President was acted upon favorably. It provides 
that if the duties of the Presidency fal! upon a member 
of the Cabinet more than 12 months before the next en- 
suing Presidential election he shall issue a proclama- 
tion for a specia! election. 

The sub-committee, consisting of three Demo- 
crats and two Republicans, of the House Committee on 
Elections that has been considering the contested 
election case of Wallace against McKinley, of Ohio, 
expects to report to the full committee to-morrow. 
Two Republicans and one Democrut, a majority of the 
sub-committee, will report in favor of Mr. McKinley 
retaining his seat. The full committee is composed of 
nine Democrats and six Kepublitans. Democratic 
members say that when the case is considered eight 
Democrats will vote for unseating Mr. McKinley, leav- 
ing six Republicans and one Democrat who will vote 
in his favor. 

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs to- 
day directed Representative Lamb to report to the 
House the following: ‘“ That the President be directed 
to bring to the attention of the Government of Vene-

HOFFMAN’S LAST DAY.

HUNDREDS OF WOMEN VISIT THE JAIL TO 
SEE THE CONDEMNED MAN. 

Waite Puarns, April 17.—Young Theo- 
dore Hoffman will be hanged for the murder of 
Zife Marks, the Jew peddler, as soon as possible 
after 7 o‘clock to-morrow morning, in the jail 
yard here. Sheriff Stcphen D. Horton proposes 
to cut the rope himself. The gallows is erected 
between the Court-house and the jail. <A board 
fence, 20 feet high, has been put up to shut off 
the view from the outside. There have only 


been two executions on the gallows—the 
first was Isaac f Buckhout, who was 
hanged Feb. 16, 1872; and the second 
was Angelo Cornetti, who was hanged 
May 11, 1883. The gallows was built m 1858 to 
hang William Fitzgerald on, but the man finally 
escaped with imprisonment for life. 

Hoffman is apparently not frightened in the 
least. Heslept like a top Jast night, and did not 
get up until 8:30 this morning. He would not 
have awakened thenif he had not been called. 
Fried oysters were ordered for his breakfast, and 
as they were getting cold he was routed out to 
eat them. He wanted to have his picture taken, 
and the village photographer brought his 
camera up to the gail. His cell is No. 
23, the last on the second tier on the south side, 
and he sat on the balcony in front of the door 
for the photograph. He wanted to know, after 
his sitting was concluded, when the pictures 
would be done, and was told Saturday. The fact 
that they could not be delivered to him in person 
made no difference, They will go to Sheriff Hor- 
ton, Major Hiram Paulding, his counsel, and his 
family. Hespent most of the day writing let- 
ters. At 4:30 the Sheriff read the death-warrant 
to him, but be was unconcerned. His father, 
Theodore Hoffman, came at 5 with the Rev. F. B. 
Van Kleeck, the Rector of the Episcopal church 
here, who has been attending him. The con- 
demned man said he was ready to die. He had 
no ul-feelings against his parents and wanted 
them to think wellof him. The father, a gray- 
bearded German, shook hands with his son when 
he left. He was calm, but felt his position 
keenly. 

“I tried to bring my boy up right,” he said 
with a slight German accent. “It is not my 
fault that he is here to-day. I have two girls 
left. My two other boys were drowned three 
years ago this June. I am going to bury Theo- 
dore inthe Rye Town Cemetery, at Milton. Mr. 
Van Kleeck will say something at his grave. I 
tried to have him buried in the Rye Union 
Cemetery, but could not. There isa story that 
I want to deny. I never asked for a permit 
to see my boy hanged. What 1 did want 
was to have a young man—a friend—go to 
see that there was nothing improper in the 
execution. My boy is going to put his things 
together and send them to his youngest sister, 
Ida, who is only 16 years old.” 

Hoffman gave Sheriff Horton a letter late in 
the afternoon. “I asked him a month ago to 
write the truth about his case,” said the Sheriff. 
“I promised him I would not open it until after 
his death. When he gave me the letter | said I 
hoped he had told everything. He replied, * I 
have told all Iam guilty of.’ From that [ am in- 
clined to doubt whether he made a confession.” 

The prisoner wanted to see everybody who 
came to-day except children, and hundreds of 
women were at the jail. A young man, an ac- 
quaintance, sent some’ flowers. Hoffman smokes 
incessantly and his complexion looks very sallow. 
He was almost jubilant at times to-day and a 
guard said he thought himself ahero. “ Are you 
roy to hang?” he was asked.

THE SALE OF BOUQUETS ON SUNDAYS. 

President French, of the Police Depart- 
ment, received a letter on Wednesday from Louis 
P. Tibbals, of the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime, complaining that cane and flower peddlers 
sold their wares in Fifth-avenue and Broadway 
on Sundays. ‘Deputy Clerk William H. Kipp was 
directed by the Board of Police Commissioners to 
reply that the Superintendent had been in- 


structed to look sharply after the cane peddlers. 
With reference to the sale of flowersin the streets 
the board was undecided as to whether the law 
ever intended its suppression, or whether its 
rigorous enforcement would be indorsed by pub- 
lic opinion.

Mr. Kipp’s letter closed as 
follows: “If it mes necessary for this de- 
partment to enforce a law prohibiting the sale 
on Sunday of an article so harmless, so beneficial, 
and at the same time so refining in its intluences 
as the bouquet of flowers, it will do so without 
much h in duties so unpleasantly imposed.”

methods to control the result., 
Their defeat is a distinct and not very” 
confidently expected gain for the anti- 
Arthur forces. 


The Repwslican primaries for the choice 
of delegates to the State and Congressional 
; District Conventions will be held in 
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is united with Westchester County in the 
Fourteenth District, and 
which held its convention for the choice 
of delegates a week ago. Delegates are to 
be chosen to-day for the State Convention 
which is held at Utica next Wednesday, 
and for the eight Congressional District 
Conventions which are to take place to- 
morrow evening at the places designated 
by the County Committee. Only Repub- 
licans who have been enrolled will be en- 
titled to vote at the primaries, so that two- 
thirds of the voters of the party will take 
no part in the choice of delegates. Of 
course, in most of the Assembly districts 
the O’Brien machine is in full control and 
will alone be represented by the delegates 
chosen, but the fact that it does not reflect 
the real sentiment of the party in the city 
is not likely to be lost sight of. In several 
districts, however, there is a fair chance 
that the independent element will not only 
make itself felt, but will name the dele- 
gates. The more there may be of these 
the better will the party be represented in 
the conventions. 


A question of legal, and perhaps consti- 
tutional, interpretation has arisen in con- 
nection with a petty quarrel in politics at 
Key West, Fla. The story is told in our 
dispatches. The question involved relates 
to the rights and duties of the Senate and 
the President in regard to removals. Mr. 
ARTHUR, for motives which do not appear, 
has asked the ‘‘advice” of the Senate 
touching the removal of Mr. WICKER, Col- 
lector at Key West, on charges of collu- 
sion with AGUERO, the Cuban adventurer. 
It is not denied that he has a right 
to the advice of the Senate on sucha 
point, but we seriously doubt the expedi- 
ency of asking for it. The Senate already. 
has a great deal too much to do with ap- 
pointments and removals, and the Tenure 
of Office act, behind which it has in- 
trenched itself, is one of the most mis- 
chievous errors in American legislation. 
The real office of the Senate should be 
strictly advisory and restrictive, but it 
has become dictatorial and irresponsible. 
Mr. ARTHUR would do well to exercise 
firmly and independently all the limited 
power left him by the law. 





When Mr. ‘CARLISLE proposed in the 
famous so-called tariff caucus to take the 
tax off fruit brandy little attention was 
paid to it, because it was regarded as a 
small and gratuitous tub to the opposition 
whale. But the measure has actually 
come before the House, not from the 
Ways and Means Committee, but from the 
Committee on Agriculture. The major- 
ity of that body has deputed one of its 
members, who owns a very nice vineyard 
and orchard in North Carolina, to write a 
patriotic and beautiful report on the 
‘monetary, sanitary, and dietary” neces- 
sity of releasing fruit brandy from taxa- 
tion. But the elegant similes and sound- 
ing announcements of the report are 
coolly dissected and cruelly destroyed by 
the minority, who have no trouble in 
showing that fruit brandy is not a proper 
subject for exemption from tax if all 
other sorts of brandy are to be taxed. 


The House Committee on Reform in the 
Civil Service has reported adversely on a 
proposition to admit honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors to the service without 
examination. The cheap demagogy of 
the proposition is neatly and conclusively 
shown in the report, which is made by 
Mr. Lyman, of Massachusetts. 


Attorney-General BREWSTER seems to 
think that the star route trials were worth 
all they cost nowithstanding nobody was 
convicted save ‘“‘by the common judg- 
ment of the whole country.” The Gov- 
ernment has “ saved” $2,000,000 and the 
Post Office Department has been cleared 
of ‘‘ dishonest jobbers;” but is a long and 
costly criminal trial, ending in acquittal 
of the accused, the necessary means of 
effecting administrative reform?  Per- 
haps the money might have been saved 
and the jobbery stopped without these 
heavy lawyers’ fees. The object of the 
trial was to punish somebody. Still, there 
is little use in haggling now over the ex- 
penses. 


THE RAILROAD BILL AND THE 
LOBBY. 


In spite of the influence of the lobby for 
and against it—and that in its favor was 
quite as damaging as that against it—the 
General Street Surface Railroad bill 
passed the Assembly yesterday by a vote 
of 79 to 45. In addition to the amend- 
ments adopted on Wednesday others were 
made which remove all the features which 
could be regarded as possibly objectiona- 
ble. The fifteenth section was so modified 
as not to permit the leasing of franchises 
for roads that have not been built 
and to prohibit leases in New-York 
and Brooklyn between companies 
owning parallel roads. The  pro- 
vision in regard to the payment of a per- 
centage of the gross receipts into the sink- 
ing fund of cities was changed so as to re- 
quire the payment of 5 per cent. in cities 
of 250,000 inhabitants or more. It would 
be difficult now to point out any provision 
in the bill that is open to reasonable ob- 
jection. Therecan be little doubt that the 
Senate will concur in the amendments, and 
it is pretty certain that the Governor, who 


is not subject to lobby influences, will 


sign it. 

The work of the lobby during the con- 
sideration of this measure has been some- 
thing exceptional, and not at all credit- 
able to the Legislature. An amendment 
of the Constitution of the State which 
went into effect in 1875 forbade the Legis- 
lature to pass any “private or local bill” 
granting to any corporation or assdviation 
of individuals ‘‘the right to lay down 
railroad tracks,” and required the passage 
of a general law with certain specified re- 
strictions covering the case. For nine 

‘years the passage of such a law has been 
prevented, generally by the efforts of the 
existing railroad companies in this city to 
secure some advantage to themselves. Asa 
consequence of the delay the need of new 
street railways had become urgent. It 
was natural, therefore, that when this 
bill was proposed there should be interest-

satisfactory to themselves. Large prop- 
erty-owners desired to have railroads in 
certain localities. Men desirous of under- 
taking the construction and operation of 
such roads were on the alert. The exist- 
ing companies wished to secure the priv- 
ilege of extending their lines and con- 
structing branches and to prevent any in- 
terference with their vested rights. All 
these, impressed with the idea that effort 
Was necessary to secure a law which 
would promote their purposes, were rep- 
resented in the lobby at Albany. This 
fact was inevitable, regardless of the 
merits of the measure proposed. 
Meantime the cable railway combina- 
tion had been at work for a year to secure 
the right to construct railroads on their 
peculiar plan in the streets of this city un- 
der the Rapid Transit act, which was never 
intended to apply to street railroads in the 
ordinary sense of the term. They went to 
Albany and attempted, by an amendment 
of that act, to secure a monopoly for them- 
selves. Failing in that, they bent all their 
energies to defeating the General Street 
Railroad bill. That bill in its original 
form was prepared by the Railroad Com- 
missioners of the State. In a few of its 
details it was defective, and changes 
were made by the Senate committee. 
None of these could be construed as 
injurious to the bill, except that 
which permitted the leasing of fran- 
chises and that which limited the right 
of one line to use the tracks of another to 
a distance of 250 feet instead of 1,000. 
Those which permitted street railroads to 
use any motive power except steam loco- 
motives and excluded from the surface of 
streets all roads constructed under author- 
ity of the Rapid Transit act were absolute 
improvements. But these latter were the 
chief incentive to the violent opposition of 
the cable company. It resorted to every 
infamous means known to the lobby to 
defeat the bill, and it was natural that 
those interested in its favor should be 
spurred to vigorous efforts to secure its 
passage. The result was the fierce contest 
of the lobby which for two days disgraced 
the Assembly Chamber and _ befogged 
the minds of many legislators whose 
heads were not clear enough or whose 
sense of duty was not strong enough to 
guide theiraction. It is the general weak- 
ness of our Legislatures in the past and 
their supposed subserviency to corrupt in- 
fluences that led to this exhibition, and we 
are not sure that the virtue of the present 
Assembly was strong enough to belie the 
judgment of the lobbyists as to the means 
necessary to secure legislation over which 
there is a contest, be the same good or bad. 
The Railroad bill has at no time been a 
bad measure. Except in a few details it 
was a good bill as it came from the hands 
of the Railroad Commission. In certain 
respects it was improved in the Senate, 
while one or two changes of doubtful ex- 
pediency were made. It has been still fur- 
ther improved in the Assembly; and 
though it may not be absolutely perfect, it 
is as good a bill as we could hope to get 
from a Legislature of ordinary intelligence 
and entire honesty. Many minds in and 
out of the Legislature which have not con- 
fined their attention to the provisions of 
the bill and the purposes that were to be 
served have been befuddled by the activ- 
ity of the lobby and the suspicions awak- 
ened thereby. When they have recovered 
their equanimity they will find that this 
is a measure of unusual merit. 


LAY OUT JAKE HESS! 


A hopeful effort to smash the machine 
is making in the Twenty-first Assembly 
District in this city. That district is sup- 
posed to be the personal property of Mr. 
JAKE Hess. As a _ butcher, Mr. JAKE is 
honest, and his friends say he is a good 
fellow, but in politics he is as bad as the 
worst, even in this city of insolent bosses 
and subservient henchmen. 

The Assembly district primary to choose 
delegates to the State and Congressional 
District Conventions is to be held to-day. 
Mr. JAKE has attempted to disguise his 
emachine ticket by putting on it a thick 
veneer of independence and respectability.

THE DIVERSIONS OF TOMMY. 


Alderman Tommy SHEILS yesterday told 
the magistrate before whom he was ar- 
raigned that he “‘ keenly felt his position,” 
and that he did not remember a thing that 
had happened the night before. There 
can be no doubt that the first of these 
propositions is true. Joy may endure for 
a night, but heaviness cometh in the 
morning. When a man has passed the 
evening in a condition of spiritual exalta- 
tion so glorious and elevated as was that of 
Alderman Tommy on Wednesday night 
he finds himself the next morning cor- 
respondingly depressed.’ This gloom is 
naturally deepened when, instead of being 
free to meditate and absorb soda water, he 
is called to answer to the charge of having 
organized himself into a variety show in 
the body of a theatre and inflicted con- 
tusions upon a remonstrating door-keeper. 

What should especially grieve Alderman 
Tommy, in considering the result of his 
ambitious attempt to paint this metropolis 
red, is the fact that he is a representative 
man. The ornament of an Alderman, if 
we may recall the words of the divine 
SHAKESPEARE to Tommy, is suspect. It 
used to be a head-light diamond, but times 
have changed. Now that the only sub- 
stantial powers of the Aldermen have 
been withdrawn from them the question 
of what use they are in the municipal 
economy has presented itself.to the pub- 
lic mind. It is gradually dawning upon 
that mind that they are of no use at all. 
Now that the Legislature is in session, 
and that the Legislature, for the first time 
in many years, shows a disposition to con- 
sult the public opinion of this city in 
arranging its local Government it be- 
hooves every Alderman to walk with pe- 
culiar circumspection. As Prince ALBERT 
said of constitutional government, the 
Board of Aldermen is ‘‘on its trial,” and 
every individual twig on the co-ordinate 
branch carries the burden of a great re- 
sponsibility. It is in this critical conjunc- 
ture that Alderman Tommy volunteers 
himself by turns as a theatrical company 
and a platoon of police, and startles the 
solitude of the Bowery at midnight with 
his tempestuous whoopings. 

Tommy’s conduct really concerns Tom- 
My’s colleagues more than it concerns any- 
body else. He has imperiled the official 
existence of every one of them. They 
ought, at the next meeting, to pass a set 
of eloquent resolutions, prepared by Dur- 
Fy, about TomMy’s misconduct, and for- 
ward the same to the Legislature. Only 
by escaping attention until the Legislature 
adjourns can they escape hostile legisla- 
tion. After the Legislature adjourns they 
can make up for their enforced sobriety, 
and, instead of reddening the Bowery at 
midnight, cast.the lurid glare of their 
sportive conviviality over the sands of 
Coney Island. 


FORECASTLE WISDOM. 


As the Jeannette investigation goes on 
it becomes more and more evident that 
the chief mistake in the organization of 
the expedition was that naval officers were 
placed in command instead of able seamen 
and firemen. 

The testimony of the firemen and sea- 
men who have so far been examined shows 
that they were men of transcendent mer- 
its. One fireman has testified that he was 
the most intimate friend of the late Mr. 
CoLuLins, and that the chief pleasure of 
the latter was to improve and refresh him- 
self with the fireman’s learned and elegant 
conversation. One of the seamen testifies 
that nearly everything that was done for 
the safety of the expedition was his work, 
and that had his advice been asked and 
followed in every respect the result would 
have been the escape of most, if not all, of 
the Jeannette’s company. Anotherseaman 
points out that the worst error of DE Lone 
was the enforcement of discipline, and 
that the expedition was a failure because 
the intelligent seamen and firemen were 
not allowed to have their own way in ev- 
erything. That all the officers, with the 
solitary exception of Mr. CHIPP, were 
grossly incompetent is the evident opinion 
of most of the witnesses, while one fire- 
man goes so far as to declare that all the 
officers were guilty of dishonorable acts. 
All the wisdom and heroism of the expe- 
dition were confined to the forecastle and 
the fire-room, and it really seems as if the 
surviving members of the crew made a 
mistake in saving such worthless lives as 
those of MELVILLE and DANENHOWER. 

How different would the result have 
been if the sailors and firemen had been 
placed in charge of the Jeannette and if 
De LONG, MELVILLE, DANENHOWER, and 
Cupp had been put into the forecastle. 
There would have been no discipline to 
annoy the men; the vessel would not have 
been lost, or if by accident she should have 
been lost, the intelligent seamen and fire- 
men would have marched straight to a 
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Russian settlement, where warmth and 
rum would have been found, instead of 
wandering in the deltaof the Lena and 
finally starving to death in a state of hope- 
less sobriety. 

People who know by experience what 
sailors are will recognize the true sailor in 
the grumbling opinionated witnesses who 
have been used by those engaged in the 
noble task of defaming heroic men. To 
grumble is the privilege of the sailor, and 
it would be contrary to all precedent if the 
crew of the Jeannette should have failed 
to improve the magnificent opportunity for 
grumbling which the investigation now in 
progress presents. We need not suppose 
either that Dp Lona and his officers were 
incompetent or that NINDERMAN and 
Noros were mutinous and worthless. In 
all probability these very witnesses were 
thoroughly subordinate and faithful, and 
their present ridiculous appearance as 
critics of their officers is entirely in keep- 
ing with the habits and traditions of the 
forecastle. There is not the least danger 
that on such testimony as has already 
been given the public will decide that the 
educated officers and gentlemen in charge 
of the expedition were knaves and fools. 
It is not the reputation of the dead or 
living officers of the Jeannette that will 
suffer from the needless and scandalous 
investigation which the Naval Committee 
is now making. 


EASTER CARDS. 


Time was when the Easter card was 
new. It was then no larger than a man’s 
hand, and no one dreamed of the awful 
possibilities that it contained. Year by 
year it grew in size and costliness. In its 
second year it became a folio, and this year 
it has presented itself in the guise of a cost- 
ly illustrated book put up in a dainty box. 
What is worse, the Easter book has a date 
printed on the title-page, thus rendering it 
unfit for use next year. It is perfectly well 
understood that it is an ungentlemanly act 
to write on an Easter card and thus prevent 
the recipient from sending it out on a new 
mission next year, but the practice of 
printing a date on an Easter card is not a 
whit less objectionable. 

Next year, in all probability, the Easter 
card will have grown to two octavo vol- 
umes, and in a year more it will be the 
correct thing to send special copies of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica as Easter cards. 
It is already impossible for a person of 
small means to send out more than two or 
three Easter cards without going into bank- 
ruptcy, and ina short time only our mill- 
ionaires will be able to indulge in the prac- 
tice. The modest, inexpensive card that 
two years ago was received with welcome 
now calls forth only the remark, ‘‘ How 
mean,” or “‘ Poor thing, I suppose it’s the 
best she can afford.” Thus is a pleasing 
and beautiful custom doomed to extinction 
by the vulgar spirit which measures the 
value of an Easter card by its size and the 
price paid for it at the shop. 


The bill providing a single Commissioner 
for the Park Department is one of the 
most important of the municipal reforms 
urged by Mr. RoosEvELT. If the Com- 
missioner is- appointed upon the same 
principle which would actuate any owner 
of a private pleasure ground, we need have 
no further trouble about the parks. What 
a private owner would do would be to hire 
the man of his acquaintance who knew 
most about parks to superintend his park 
for him. He would not think of 
employing an inexpert Commissioner 
to appoint an expert Superintendent, 
and to muddle his plans after they 
were put in course of execution. He 


would choose an expert Commissioner and. 


make him Superintendent. In our case 
the application of this prinviple would, of 
course, mean the appointment of Mr. 
OLMSTED. The present Commissioners 
are no doubt responsible for the change in 
the law. It is their continual bickerings 
even more than their inefficiency that 
have made people intolerant of the idea of 
a many-headed commission. It is only 
fair to say, however, that these very bick- 
erings indicate the personal integrity of 
the Commissioners. When four men of 
substance spend all their time in squab- 
bling for a salary of $5,000 a year, they 
show that their offices can be indirectly of 
very little pecuniary value. 


The English lady at Cairo who has 
offered £20,000 for the rescue of GORDON 
appears to appreciate the exigencies of the 
situation much more keenly than the 
British Government. The supineness of 
the Government touching a question with 
which the honor of Great Britain is deeply 
involved and on which public opinion has 
been strongly declared is simply inexplica- 
ble. In its present stage the question is 
not one of those on which Governments 
are turned out. But if Gorpon and 
his party should be massacred, no doubts 
about the Conservative leadership would 
prevent the dismissal of the Liberal Min- 
istry. The reward offered by the English- 
woman in Cairo ought very nearly to pay 
the expense of liberating GorDON, whose 
position becomes more perilous every day, 
and this makes it the more wonderful that 
it should have been left to a private person 
to shame the British Government by offer- 
ing to advance the money. 


Such intimations as the English police 
allow to get abroad concerning the evi- 
dence they have secured at Birmingham 
strengthen the belief that the dynamite 
used by the conspirators was bought in 
France. There is at least noevidence that 
anything has been contributed from this 
side of the water except clocks. A clock 
is not in itself a dangerous nor even a sus- 
picious object. The time-pieces used by 
the conspirators appear to be of the same 
variety as those disseminated in premiums 
by the Tribune. They run down before the 
time appointed for the explosion, and thus 
save the lives of thousands of innocent per- 
sons, who ought to be very much obliged 
to the conspirators for employing them. 
At any rate, Great Britain can hardly ask 
us to prohibit the exportation of clocks of 
which she does not prohibit the importa- 
tion. As the ‘‘ passions of the hour” sub- 
side, it is to be hoped that the British press 
will recognize what a goose it has made of 

_itself in attributing to the United States 


any backwardness to assist in putting 


down conspiracies to murder Englishmen. 


The notion that the private character, 
even of public characters, is private has long 
ago been exploded in this country, and lingers in 
England only among a few old-fashioned people. 
But in France it is still a recognized principle of 
jurisprudence, as Mile. COLOMBIER has found to 
her cost. Mile. COLOMBIER’S spiteful and un 
clean little book sold very well, but that is the 
only circumstance on which she can reflect with 
complacency. Not only was the biographer 
chased about her own premises by her subject 
and compelled to take a horsewhipping under 
penalty of being stabbed, but she has now 
been held for trial on a charge of violating pub- 
lic decency, and will probably have an opportu- 
nity to meditate for some months of solitude upon 
the dangers of writing books upon her intimate 
friends. When she gets out she ought to apply 
to Mr. Epmunp YAarTess to write her a lecture on 
“Personal Journalism.” It would be sure ofa 
great success in this country, evenif she were 
not permitted to deliver it in France.

After all the American jury is of some 
use. A man in Brooklyn has had the meanness 
to sue a stakeholder for $25, being the amount of 
money which he had deposited to await the de- 
cision of a bet which he had made and fairly lost. 
The Judge, as in duty bound, charged the jury 
that if they found that there had been a bet, 
they must find for the plaintiff. The jury, in de- 
flance of law and logic and the Judge, and purely 
for the purpose of marking their contempt for 
the plaintiff’s behavior, found for the defendant. 
The American juror is well known not to bea 
reasoning animal. It is fortunate that his im- 
pulses should occasionally lead him by absurd

The accounts of trouble with the Hun- 
garian and Polish immigrants at Braddock, Penn., 
and inthe mining region near Wiikesbarre do 
not indicate a very alarming state of affairs. 
At Braddock, the Poles and Hungarians em- 
ployed at the steel works fought among them- 
selves. These people are naturally jealous of 
each other, and the so-called riot, which appears 
to have been nothing more than a drunken fight, 
may be attributed to that cause as well as to 
paenka, an intoxicating beverage, warranted 
to excite the drinker to the verge of madness. 
Near Wilkesbarre there seems to be something of 
an uprising against the Hungarians as repre- 
sentatives of the pauper labor of Europe. These 
people have been seeking employment in Penn- 
Sylvania in large numbers for several years. 
They are indeed representatives of the pauper 
labor of Europe, but they have shown no in- 
clination to become the pauper laborers of 
America. They were described as indus- 
trious and peaceable by a _ correspondent 
of THe Times at Shenandoah, in the 
heart of the bituminous coal region, last 
February. The Hungarians hold themselves 
aloof from the Poles, who come principally from 
Cracow and its neighborhood, but the Hunga- 
rians themselves are from the oppressed classes 
of their native land, and there is not a true Hun- 
garian, a Magyar, among them. They are chiefly 
Slavs, Croats, and Serbs. Their ambition is to save 
a few hundred dollars and return to Europe. 
The Poles, on the other hand, come to stay. 
They retain no sentimental attachment for the 
land in which their lot was all hardship. 
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SOME FOREIGN NOTES. 
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Mr. Gladstone will be asked to grant a 
small pension to the widow and family of the late 
Blanchard Jerrold.

The quantity and value of the antimony 
exported from New South Wales in 1881 was 
1,108 tons, of a value of nearly $150,000.

An eminent Japanese personage is on his 
way to Europe for the purpose of studying and 
reporting'on dock-yards and other naval. and mil- 
itary things.

Returns of the destruction of wild beasts 
in French Algeria show that the work of exter- 
mination is making rapid progress. In 1881 re- 
wards were paid for 64% animals killed, but in 
1882 the number rose to 1,656. Among the num- 
ber jackals figure for the largest proportion, 
their total for the two years being 1,969. Only 
4lions and 6 lionesses were killed. The panthers 
numbered 119; the hyenas, 196. 


One of the last acts of the late Duke of 
Albany was to sign the memorial, now being 
prepared at Cannes for presentation to the 
French Government, praying them not to sell 
the island of St. Marguerite to the company 
which is seeking to buy it for speculative pur- 
poses. Should the place be sold and laid out in 
villas and shops, it is believed that the English 
residents would go elsewhere, their villas being 
thus thrown upon the market, which already 
contains more sellers than buyers. 


It is a matter of history that the passage, 
in 18538, of the Forbes-McKenzie act was followed 
by an immediate and marked decrease in the 
consumption of intoxicating liquors in Scotland, 
and now the same result appears toshave followed 
experimental legislation in Ireland.

THALIA THEATRE. 

A large audience expressed unlimited 
delight, last evening, at a revival of “Der Wasser- 
man,” a three-act operetta by Millicker, familiar 
to a moderate number of American play-goerg 
as “ Apajune,” and originally brought out in tnis 
country at the Thalia Theatre, where it was re- 
produced on the occasion under notice. “ Der 
Wasserman” can scarely lay claim to the title of 
operetta, although it is fairly supplied with arias 
and ensemble pieces, and each of its acts is 
equipped with a noisy finale. It belongs 
rather to the class of works known in France 
as vaudevilles, in which the wild nonsense of the 


playwrights is interrupted by an occasional song 
of greater or less tunefulness. The character of 
Millécker’s music, abundant as it is, does not lift 
**Der Wasserman” above the plane of these un- 

retentious achievements. Millicker is vastly 
nferior to Suppé in point of creative power and 
musicianly en nor is he to be com- 
pared with trauss for felicity ‘of inven< 
tion. His themes, however, are bright and 
fluent, and while they are not distinctively 
original, they have the charm of spontaneity. 
Millécker’s orchestration is simple, tasteful, and 
alittle thin. To indicate with sufficient clear- 
ness the characteristics of his score of *“ Der 
Wasserman,” its numbers should be referred to 
as affording much tuneful relief to the mild wit 
and broadly farcical incidents of the libretto. 
The playwright’s story deals with the illicit gal- 
lantries of a middle- Roumanian Prince; 
with the substitution of a man in disguise for the 

retty wife of a young peasant, who is summoned 
o the Prince’s castle on her wedding-day; with 
the penchant of the romantic Princess for the S< 
ant, and with the confusion growing out of the 
appearance’of the bride, who hastensto thecastie 
in pursuit of her truant husband. A saltatorial 
trio in the first act, the rhythm of which set the 
spectators’ feet in motion, was encored, and a 
duet and dance in act the second had to be giver 
thrice, the enthusiasm of the audience, be it ob< 
served, being excited by the clever terpsichorear

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THE CABLE LOBBY BEATEN

THE STREET *RAILROAD BILL 
PASSED BY A LARGE MAJORITY. 
{OHN J. O'BRIEN AND HIS FELLOWS DRIVEN 
FROM THE CAPITOL WHILE THE BILL 

WAS DISCUSSED ANP VOTED UPON. 

AtBany, April 17.—lao Street Railroad 
bill was passed by the Assembly this afternoon 
by the unexpectedly large vote of 79 to 45. The 
cable lobbyists were beaten out and out, and, to 
cap the climax, their chief, Mr. John J. O’Brien, 
was driven out of the corridor by a Capitol po- 
liceman, delegated to disperse the gang of paid 
agents who have swarmed about the doors of the 
chamber whenever this particular bill has been 
under corfsideration. Driven from the chamber 
by the protests of those keen-eyed members of 
the Republican majority who desire to preserve 
the reputation of the party, these birds of prey 
swarmed in the corridors and the committee- 
rooms and waylaid the members in going out 
and coming into the chamber. 

A notable gathering was presented to view in 
the corridors when the Street Railroad bill was 
called up by Mr. House for its third reading. Mr. 
O’Brien was the most audacious of the group. 
He fastened upon such of the New-York mem- 
bers as he believed he could influence, and, tak- 
ing them into a corner, there discoursed upon 


the subject dearest to his heart—the defeat of 
the bill. Martin B. Brown, the printer, who said 
he owned a twenty-fifth interest in the New- 
York cable scheme, anxiously watched the pro- 
ceedings in which the other cablemen were in- 
terested. Ex-Assemblyman Arthur D. Williams, 
of New-York, held frequent consultations with 
his honored Jeader, Mr. O’Brien. A Mr. Peter- 
son, of Columbia County, conferred with both 
Messrs. O’Brien and Williams. Ex-Journal 
Clerk Barker protested that he was in 
Albany upon legitimate business, and 
devoted himself exclusively to watching the bill. 
A dozen lieutenants of both the cable lobby and 
of the lobby which was interested in passing the 
bill, hurried to and fro. ‘lhe air was thick with 
tobacco smoke, and the tessellated pavement was 
strewn with discarded ‘** butts.” To avoid this 
mob was impossible, and those members who had 
legitimate business requiring their presence in 
the: Senate or in the commiitee-rooms, were 
roughly jostled as they sought to squeeze 
through the throng. 

At last Mr. Roosevelt rose to a question of 

rivilege and denounced the brazen conduct of 

he vultures. He wished to know if there was 
no method by which this Assembly could prevent 
the ante-chambers, the corridors, and the com- 
mittee-rooms, on this floor and around the cham- 
ber, being filled, as they were at that present 
moment, with men whose presence constituted a 
scandal and a shame to the Assembly. He 
felt certain he voiced the decent sentiment of all 
the members, when he said that they felt out- 
raged at the presence, in such numbers, just out- 
side the door, in the Assembly parlors, in the 
Ways and Means Committee room, and all 
through the halls, of men who were purely and 
simply lobbyists, representing either the cable 
roads or the street surface railways. He 
believed the members felt that it was 
a disgrace to the State that these 
men should be aliowed to stay here. They 
felt that this building belonged to the State, and 
he wished to know whether there was not some 
method by which the representatives of the 
State could prevent these men from obtruding 
their obnoxious presence. Could not the Speaker 
ask that the corridors be cleared and the com- 
mittee-rooms rid of their pestiferous occupants? 

Mr. Rice suggested to Mr. Roosevelt that affi- 
davits or charges upon which action might be 
taken by the Assembly be lodged with the police. 

Mr. Roosevelt replied that enough had gone on 
under the very eyes of the members to warrant 
some action, for they were all scandalized. 

Gen. Husted submitted a motion that the Su- 
perintendent of the building be requested to 
— from every committee-room during the 
balance of the day’s session all persons having 
no Official connection with the House, and to ex- 
ercise his police power in preserving order in the 
corridors of the Capitol. 

Mr. Littlejohn expressed the devout hope that 
the stories of lobby intiuences surrounding the 
bill would be investigated. 

Mr. Van Allen characterized a lobbyist as an 
indescribable postscript of a human being, who 
ought to be branded for ail time. He despised 
and detested lobbyists. and dared one of them to 
assume the responsibility of changing his vote. 
No lobbyist appeared to pick up the gage by 
the distinguished member thrown down. 

The motion was adopted and the Sergeant-at- 
Arms was directed to communicate the order of 
the House to Superintendent Andrews. The 
crowd had learned what was in store for it, and 
when the Capitol policemen appeared had beaten 
a hasty retreat. Mr. O’Brien, for once in his life, 
was not fully informed of contemporaneous 
events in which he had an interest. A police- 
man caught him lounging about, and, without 
any ceremony, ordered him to move on, an order 
which he was not slow to interpret literally and 
geome obey. s 

Then the bill was brought before the House 
amendment after amendment was offered by 
those who desired to perfect it and by» those as 
well who sought to kill it. Mr. Roosevelt re- 
newed his effort to strike out the fifteenth sec- 
tion, relating to the leasing of one line by an- 
other. His motion was lost by 51 to 69. Mr. Ely 
was successful in perfecting the section by lim- 
iting the leasing to those portions of a 
route actually covered by tracks. Mr. Littlejohn 
still turther strengthened it by prohibiting com- 
panies from leasing parallel lines in cities of over 
800,000 inhabitants. Mr. Scott madea point by 
procuring the adoption of an amendment re- 
quiring the payment of 5 per cent. of the gross 
receipts to the sinking fund in cities of 250,- 
000 and upward. Gen. Husted attempted to 
trike that section which renders inoperative 
he plans of commissions appointed under the 
Rapid Transit act of 1875. It was retained in the 
bill by a vote of 70 to 39. Mr. Hubbell and Mr. 
Boynton were outvoted when they sought to 
compel the sale of franchises at public auction. 
Mr. Hunt again endeavored, but without success, 
to substitute the original bill prepared by the 
Railroad Commissioners. 

Nearly four hours were spent in discussing, 
adopting, and defeating these amendments. The 
session had been extended and the House had 
agreed to dispose of the bill one way or the other 
before adjourning. The fall of a pin could have 
been heard as Clerk Abell called the roll on the 
final passage of the bill. Many of the members 
explained their votes. Mr. Howe, of New-York, 
said the bill was now as near being perfect as 
this Legislature could hope to make it. 
The objectionable features had been  re- 
moved, and recognizing the necessity of 
a law of this kind, he should vote for the bill. 
Messrs. Welch and Nelson expressed similar views 
in voting in the affirmative. Messrs. Hubbell, 
Hunt, Husted, Tremper, Van Duzer, and Van 
Allen declined to vote for it because its man- 
agers had declined to allow further amendments. 

Mr. Roosevelt admitted that the bill was suf- 
ficiently good to create a doubt in his mind as 
to exactly what stand he should take upon it. 
His objections were. confined to questions of 

olicy about which men might readily differ. 
He believed that all valuable franchises should 
be sold at public auction, and he believed he saw 
in the fifteenth section opportunity for the crea- 
tion of amonopoly. He believed these features 
mude the bill a dangerous one for New-York 
City, and he should vote against it.

BACK TO THE MISSISSIPPI 


HOW THE STEAMER PATROL GOT INTO SAFE 
QUARTERS, 

New-Orixans, April 17.—The Govern- 
ment Civil Engineer John Ewens arrived in this 
city last evening with the Government steamer 
Patrol, that was drawn into the Davis crevasse on 
the 27th of March. The route taken by the Patrol 
to get back into the Mississippi River is one that 
has never been taken before by a steam-boat, 
and doubtless one that will never be taken again. 
This marvelous experience of a steam-boat is 
worth giving in full, and can be traced 
on the map, to show the wonderful 
net-work of navigable waterways in South 
Louisiana. It will be remembered’ the 
Patrol was coming down the Mississippi 


River in the employ of the River Commission, 
wens soundings, marking banks liable to cave, 
and taking the discharge of the water at various 
outlets. Approaching the crevasse, the com- 
mander was preparing to measure the outpour. 
.when the vessel was seized by the current, hurled 
through the waters over the track of the Texas 
and Pacific Road, and lodged in the midst of a 
sugar-cane field, 600 yards inland. Engineer 
Ewens began sounding, with a view to ex- 
tricating himself from the perilous posi- 
tion into which he had been placed. He 
sailed through the crevasse water along the 
Morgan Railroad to St. Charles station, from the 
latter point across the swamp prairie in a south- 
east direction to Bayou Patrol—so named by the 
party, as the Patrol is the first steamer that ever 
nage through 1t—through to Lake Cataquatie- 
ie, across to a small bayou on the south-east 
corner of the lake; through the latter to Lake 
Salvader, acrossin a south-easterly direction to 
Bayou Villars, through into Bayou_ Barataria, 
thence to Bayou des Rigolets, through to 
Little Lake, across to Grand Bayou, thence 
into the great Barataria Bayou, across 
to Fort Livingston, on the Gulf of Mexico; 
from the Jatter point to Grand Isle, thence to 
Bayou Bigaud, through to Whisky Pass; 
through the latter to Bayou des Islets, thence to 
Bayou Andrew. to Caminada Bay; through 
Shell Bayou to the Terreline or South Louisiana 
Canal; through this canal to Bayou Lafourche, 
up the bayou to the Mississippi River at Donald- 
sonville. 

There is no steam-boat afloat to-day that has 
ever made a journey similar to that which the 
Patrol has just completed. The oountry passed 
through is a very interesting one on ac- 
count of the great variation of direction of 
the water courses traversed. The effects of the 
great crevasse were visible over miles of the 
ee sea prairie. The plantations along Bayou 

rataria were all under water. That beautiful 
waterway, Bayou Lafourche, Engineer Ewens 
reports, is slowly but surely filling up, and not 
from natural but artificial causes. ‘or over 80 
miles the enemies of good navigation are seen 
cropping out everywhere. The rr ay of 
these are the canals and railroad bridges that 
cross the bayou at numerous points and the 
innumerable little breaks in the levee. These 
obstacles are diminishing daily its utility as 
faras navigation is concerned, and the day is 
fast approaching when this beautiful stream 
will be entirely obliterated. Engineer Ewens 
took the discharge of the Lafourche near Thibo- 
daux. This is the first time the discharge of the 
bayou has been taken since the days of Hum- 
phrey and Abbott. The discharge of the Missis- 
sippi River at Carrollton was taken yesterday. 
A depth of 135 feet of water was found at one 
point of the cross section through which the dis- 
charge was measured. Engineer Ewens will 
remain in this city a day or two and will then 
start on his up-river inspection trip, which will 
extend to St. Louis. 
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GOV. ABBETT’S NOMINATIONS. 


THE NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATURE MAKING THE 
MOST OF ITS CLOSING HOURS. 

TRENTON, N. J., April 17.—The first ses- 
sion of the Legislature to-day began at 8 o’clock 
this evening, and the prospect of an all-night sit- 
ting is unusually good. The two houses expect 
to get away for the year at noon to-morrow, and 
bills are being rushed through with great speed. 
Gov. Abbett has nominated William Bettle and 
William A. Jackson, Republicans, and Allan L. 
McDermott and A. M. Reynolds, Democrats, for 
Railroad Commissioners to enforce the new tax 


bill. Jackson is unsatisfactory to Senator Griggs, 
in whose county he lives, and he has secured his 
rejection. Bettle was promptly confirmed, be- 
cause he had been once President of the Senate. 
Reynolds, who is the present Railroad Commis- 
sioner, was also confirmed, but Allan McDermott 
was rejected for some unexplained reason.

REPORTED DISAGREEMENT BETWEEN MESSRS. 
GOULD, SAGE, AND FIELD. 

The decline in the stock market, coupled 
with the peculiar movements of the Gould 
stocks, has given rise to considerable discussion, 
and the corridors of the Windsor Hotel were 
buzzing last night with rumors of various kinds. 
It was said that the market had been declining 
under persistent selling of Gould stocks. Occa- 
sionally there would be a temporary stiffening. 
and then out would comeanother block of Gould 
stocks, breaking down prices again in a most un- 
comfortable manner. It was said that, while 
there was a great deal of short selling going on, 
no one would have the temerity to sell down Mr. 
Gould’s stocks in such a reckless manner, be- 


cause ony, man who knew enough to sell short at 
all. would know that such a course would 
result in the seller’s being twisted out 
of existence by Mr. Gould. Such a 
course, it was declared, would be financial 
suicide. The only solution of the situation was 
that Mr. Gould was doing the selling himself. On 
the top of this statement of the condition of 
affairs came a report that Messrs, Gould, by 
and Field had met down town yesterday and 
cussed the situation. It was further stated that 
there had been a decided disagreement in the 
mecting, that high words and unpleasant accu- 
sations had been exchanged, and that Mr. Gould 
had been seen to leave the meeting with a flushed 
countenance—a thing so unusual with that 
self-contained operator as to excite more than 
the customary amount of talk among the fre- 
quenters of the Windsor Hotel. 

The cause of the disagreement was said to_be 
an accusation made by Mr. Gould against Mr. 
Sage to the effect that the latter gentieman had 
been sending brokers out in every direction to buy 
back puts which he had sold on the Gould stocks. 
Mr. Gould regarded this as a breach of faith on 
the partof Mr. Sage, and the result was a serious 
quarrel, Its effect had been to take Mr. Sage out 
of the Gould party, with which he has so lo 
been identified, in order that he might protec 
his own interests, which were being undermined 
by Mr, Gould's action in selling out his own 
stocks. Endeavors were made to see all of the 
gentlemen concerned in the little misunderstand- 
ing. Mr. Sage was called upon, and the follow- 
ing conversation took place: 

“Mr. Sage, can you tell me anything about the 
oe 5g of the present weakness in the stock mar- 

e ” 

“No, I don’t know that I can. I don’t believe 
I know any good reasons for it.” 

“Tt is said that Mr. Gould is a heavy seller of 
his te stocks. Do you think there is any truth 
in that ?” 

“Nota word, Sir. Sucha story is without any 
foundation at all. Why, Ihadatalk with Mr. 
Gould to-day, and he told me that he had not 
been doing anything at all in the market.” 

“ But it is reported at the Windsor Hotel that 
your meeting with Mr. Gould, at which Mr. Field 
was also present, was not at all harmonious.” 

“On the contrary, it was very harmonious. We 
never were in more perfect concord in our lives. 

The story already detailed was then narrated 
fully to Mr. Sage. 

“That story,” said he “is like a great many 
others which are told at the Windsor Hotel. 
There isno truth in it at all. Every one who 
knows me knows that I don’t do that sort of

we foundation was there, then, for the 
story ?” 

** None whatever. except, perhaps, this: A man 
has been dogging me about for three days past to 
buy back a put which I sold him, and finally to- 
day I consented to do so.

I saidto the man at the time: ‘ You will 
go and tell this on the Street;’ but he protested 
that he would not do anything of the sort.

in the treasury. This rumor Mr. Sage 
also declarea undless. A third story was to 
the effect that the Wabash Company was about 
to replenish its treasury by borrowing $6,000,000 
from the Missouri Pacific. Mr. Sage said that 
this story was manufactured out of the whole 
cloth. In concluding ‘he said:

In reply to hnox’s professions 
of ignorance as to the identity of Mr. Paine 
and of the shareholders he claims to represent, 
Mr. Paine submitted a letter dated Feb. 1, 1883, 
addressed to himself, as ‘“ Secretary Executive 
Committee of the shareholders,” in which Con- 
troller Knox acknowle “receipt of your 
letter of the 2d ult., advising me of the action of 
the stockholders of the Pacific National Bank, of 
Boston. The Receiver of that bank has to-day 
been instructed to bring suit against the Direct- 
ors, and I inclose a copy of the instructions sent 
to him, in which you see the character of thesuit 
intended to be brought, which it is thought will 
protect the interests and define the liabilities of 
all concerned.”

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THE INDEPENDENTS NOT FOOLED. 


A STALWART SCHEME TO CAPTURE DELE- 
GATES MEETS WITH OPPOSITION. 

Those eminent exponents of the Mike- 
and-Barney brand of New-York Republicanism— 
the Hon. “ Jake ** Hess and the Hon. “Sol” Smith 
—are engineering a scheme to cheat the anti- 
Arthur men in the Twelfth Congressional District 
out of every vestige of representation at the 
Chicago Convention and to prevent them, as a 


‘matter of fact, from exercising any influence in 


the selection of delegates. The Twelfth District 
includes the Twentieth, Twenty-first, and 
the greater part of the Twenty-second 
Assembly Districts. In the Congressional 
Convention the Twentieth District has 1 


delegates, the Twenty-first 15, and the Twenty- 
second 10. When delegates were elected 
to the County Convention and the Assembly Dis- 
trict Committees last February, the Independents 
in the Twenty-first District polled about 875 
votes, against about 500 polled by the machine 
men.

THOMAS G. APPLETON. 

Thomas Gold Appleton, a well-known 
patron of literature and art in Boston, died in 
the Albemarie Hotel, in this city, yesterday 
morning. He took cold on the train between 
Washington and this city last Saturday. When 
he reached the Albemarle Hotel he summoned 
a physician, who found his patient suffering 
from pneumonia. The malady failed to respond 


to the customary treatment owing to Mr. Ap- 
pleton’s advanced age. 

Mr. Appleton was born in Boston, March 31, 
1812. He wasason of the late Hon. Nathan Ap- 
pleton, a wealthy manufacturer, of Boston, and 
a brother-in-law of the late Henry W. Longfel- 
low, who married a daughter of Nathan Apple- 
ton. Mr. Appleton obtained a preliminary edu- 
cation in the old Round Hill Academy, in Bos- 
ton. He next entered Harvard College, from 
which he was graduated in the class of ‘31. 
| his classmates were the late Wen- 
dell hillips and Motley, the historian. 
Possessed of an ample fortune, Mr. Ap- 
pleton turned his attention to literature 
andart. He numbered among his friends Long- 
fellow, Holmes, Emerson, Everett, Sumner, and 
pe gh ete 5 great men of his time. He was fond 
of sketching, and transferred many of his 
sketches to canvas. He also wrote several works 
on subjects which attracted his attention during 
his visits abroad. He was an extensive traveler 
in foreign countries. Among his published 
works are “A Nile Journal,” “Syrian Sun- 
shine,” “ Windfalls,” and * Checquer-work.” 
He was a member of nearly if not all 
the art and literary societies of Boston, and 
was a Trustee of the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts. He was never married. He leaves two 
brothers and a sister. One of his brothers is con- 
nected with the De Lesseps Canal Company, and 
the other, Mr. William 8. Appleton, lives in Bos- 
ton. The latter will accompany the body of his 
brother to Boston to-day, where the funeral serv- 
pte ted - held. Interment will be in Mount 
Auburn Cemetery.

COWHIDING A JUDGE. 


JUDGE REID OF KENTUCKY ASSAULTED BY 
AN ATTORNEY. 

Lovisviu1z, Ky., April 17.—Judge Rich- 
ard Reid, of the State Superior Court, was as- 
saulted at Mount Sterling, Ky.,last night, by John 
J. Corneilson, a prominent lawyer, beaten with a 
cane and then with a raw hide. The affair has 
caused great excitement throughout the State in 
political and professional circles, resembling, as 
it does, the assault made on Judge Elliott of the 
Supreme Court five years ago, which ended in the 
assassination of Elliott by Colonel Tom Buford, 


who was afterward acquitted on the ground of 
insanity. Judge Reid is a young man of 
ability. He was elected two years ago to 
the Superior Court and is now a can- 
didate for the Supreme Court Bench. It is 
thought politics had something to do with the 
trouble, since, in Reid's district, the proof that a 
man will not fight is equivalent to his death as 
a politician. Reid not only did not fight but ran 
goer. Corneilson claims that Reid was attorney 
for himin acase that, after Reid’s election to 
the Superior Court. was appealed to that court, 
and upon which he had to pass,and that he, 
Reid, acted treacherously, and prevailed on the 
court to decide against his client. Reid says his 
partner had charge of the case, and that he, Reid, 
never examined.it, and when it came up on ap- 
peal he was absent, and decision was reached 
by the remainder of the Bench. 

Last evening Corneilson invited Judge Reid 
into his office, and, broaching the question, 
struck the Judge suddenly with a hickory stick. 
He then drew a rawhide, and as Judge Reid 
undertook to use his own cane Corneilson threat- 
ened to shoot him if he did. Judge Reid then 
retreated and ran. No witnesses were present. 
Corneilson is a prominent lawyer and is said to 
be a quiet man, who would not unprovoked seek 
a fight. He accuses Judge Reid of log-rolling 
with the court against his suit-

EVIDENCE INSUFFICIENT TO 


PROVE THE CHARGE. 
WITNESSES WHO EXPLAINED MATTERS AS 
THEY DID NOT BEFORE THE GRAND 
JURY AND AN ACQUITTAL ORDERED. 

The jury chosen to decide upon the inno- 
ence or guilt of Sheriff Alexander V. Davidson 
did its best to get interested in the monotonous 
testimony submitted to it yesterday, but it was 
evidently hard work. The crowd of spectators 
grew so restless urder the ordeal that Judge Bar- 
rett was compelled to call upon the deputies to 
keep them quiet. Occasionally one of the de- 
fending counsel would jump to his feet and call 
upon the court to prevent the District Attorney 
from opening the door fora general investiga- 
tion of the Sheriff’s office, and insist upon the 
testimony being kept strictly to the specific 
charge in the indictment. 

William J. Lyon, who audits, examines, re- 
vises, and settles all bills sent to the Controller's 
office, certified to Sheriff Davidson’s bill for the 
support of prisoners and expenses of the county 
jail for October, 1883. Whether the bill was pre- 
sented by the Sheriff personally or not he could 
not say, but it was properly verified by his 
vouchers. The bill was for $3,311 45. There was 
only $560 81 left from the appropriation for that 
year, but the balance was afterward supplied 


by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 
The bills for November and December were also 
certified to, and the three documents submitted 
as evidence. The defendants admitted that the 
gums named in them were paid to the Sheriff. 
Mr. Choate, who cross-examined the witness, 
produced a batch of bills for the county jail 
trom the file in the Sheriff's office from June, 


1877, when Bernard Reilly was Sheriff, until Octo-, 


ber, 1883. Mr. Choate said that the purpose was to 
thow that this same Philip Kiernan, to whom 
Sheriff Davidson claimed to have paid $60 for 
cleaning, was appointed by Sheriff Reilly in 
1877; that he had been since continued in office 
by Mr. Reilly’s successors, and that the monthly 
bills contained a. the same charges as 
were made by Sheriff Davidson for Kiernan’s 
work. The charges had been fully understood 
by the public officers, and had never until now 
been called in question. Judge Barrett sustained 
Mr. Olney’s objection to receiving the docu- 
ments. 

Controller Grant and Mayor Edson were called 
to testify to signing the order for the payment of 
Sheriff Davidson’s bill on receipt of certificates 
of audit and vouchers from the auditing /clerk. 

Robert McKay, who was appointed clerk of 
the county jail by Sheriff Davidson, said_that 
he made out the bills and receipts under War- 
den Bowe’s direction. He took the bills to 
Kiernan, and when he next saw them they were 
Bigned. Then they were sent to the Sheriff's 
oflice. The witness identified the book 
in which he kept an account of moneys 
received from the Sheriff and paid out to 
the help in_ the jail. The Sheriff fur- 
nished him a list of them. He gave Kiernan 
some of the money to pay those whom he didnot 
know. The Sheriff’s bill of expenses for tne 
month of October, 1883, was $1,655. ‘The witness 
received a check from the Sheriff for $1,605. Two 
checks, one for $30 and the other for $20, which 
had been paid during the month, made up the 
peeming Eoesepenecy. Of the $1,605 a total of 
$1,020 was paid out in salaries, and the remainder 
went to pay sundry current bills with the butch- 
er and the baker. The witness said that he kept 
ithe book only as a eye safeguard, and he 
Was not aware thatthe Sheriff knew he kept it. 
Jt was not accepted as evidence. 

Mary Pratt, a woman 7 years old, said that 
ghe had been cook at the Ludlow-Street Jail for 
14 years. Her wages were $18 a month. She 
could not write, and never had signed a receipt 

or receiving $30a month. She knew Margaret 
Biurtha, who is now at the prison, and she never 

ad heard her called by any other name. The 
witness knew nothing about the cleaning done 
nt the prison outside of the kitchen. It was al- 
ways done late at night or early in the morning. 
In cross-examination the witness admitted that 
she had made an agreement with Sheriff Reilly 
to pay $12a month for her board, and that she 
had continued in Sheriff Davidson’s employ with 
the understanding that the same agreement 
should stand. The $18 paid ber was the amount 
idue after deducting her board. 

Calvin Cuffe, a colored witness who styled 
himself “general help” at the Ludlow-Street 
Jail, testified that under his agreement with 
(Philip Kiernan he was allowed to seek more 
profitable employment at the sea-shore during 
the Summer months, and could return to the 
jailagain in the Winter. The only stipulation 
was that he should get a substitute to do his 
work at the same price. In 1881 Cuffeauthorized 
Kiernan to sign the receipts for his wages here- 
after, and he understood that the same service 
was also performed for his substitute while 
employed. He agreed to work for $16 a month, 
but for additional services Warden Bowe gave 
him $9 a month additional,so as to bring his 
salary up to $24a month. Sheriff Davidson was 
not told anything about the arrangement for 
the witness’s going away during the Summer, 
jand presumably supposed that he did te work. 

George Robinson, a prisoner on a civil suit in 
\the County Jail, was called.and the District At- 
|torney began to question him about the manner 
‘in which the cleaning was done at the jail. Mr. 
'Choate entered a vigorous protest, and the court 
pustained him. 

Daniel T. Ames, the expert in handwriting, was 
jcalled to say that the signatures to the receipts 
‘were in Kiernan’s handwriting, but Mr. Choate 
objected and he was sent away again. The court 
‘waited for half an hour until Warden Bowe was 
brought from the Ludlow-Street Jail, but when 
he came he didn’t know anything, and was dis- 
missed. “ 

District Attorney Olney said that he had no 
more evidence to offer onthe main issue, but 
claimed the right—inasmuch as he had shown 
that the Sheriff had collected under false pre- 
tenses more money than he was entitled to in 
October, 1883—to produce evidence that the same 
extortion was practiced in September, Novem- 

er, and December of the same year. Judge 
Barrett said such a course would involve going 
over the same evidence with regard to the other 
three months as had been produced on the Octo- 
bor bills, which would be a usejess repetition, 
and only serve to substantiate a point not denied 
by the defense. 

Mr. Choate then moved that, in view of the in- 

pufficient evidence offered by the Government, 
the coprt instruct the jury to find a verdict for 
the defendant. He defended the Sheriff from the 
change of extortion, and said that so far from 
proving the Sheriff guilty beyond a reasonable 
doubt, the prosecution has shown no evidence of 
any official impropriety, Mr. Choate argued that 
$50 & month was a very low compensation to 
pay for cleaning a building like the Ludlow- 
Street Jail, and that it could not be done at that 
price unless.the prisoners were called upon to 
assist in the work. He said that the indictment 
should never have been found by the Grand 
Jury on the evidence presented, and asked that 
the Sheriff be acquitted of the gross charges 
made against him. 
; Judge Barrett said that so far as the charges 
about Mary Pratt's board were concerned, he 
should never allow any man to be convicted on 
the evidence presented. If it were a device to 
obtain large board the case would look different, 
but $3a week was too trivial to be considered as 
afraudulent charge. Neither did Judge Barrett 
think there was enough evidence to sustain the 
charge of falsity in paying $60 to Kiernan. But 
nbout the money alleged to have been paid 
to Cuffe there was some doubt. uffe 
had only a general understanding that the wages 
were paid to a substitute in his absence. He did 
not testify toan actual knowlege of the fact. 
If it were proved that the money had been paid 
to the substitute, then there was nothing further. 
Judge Barrett said that so far as Kiernan and 
Pratt were concerned he should instruct the jury 
that there was nothing to warrant conviction, 
but in the case of Cuffe he should leave it to 
their judgment until evidence was offered that 
the money was paid. 

Mr. Cockran said that the Sheriff preferred to 
haye the court instruct the jury for acquittal, 
and a recess was taken until Pniti jiernan 
vould be brought from the jail. He took the 
oath and corroborated Cuffe’s testimony about 
the latter’s wages and arrangements for absence 
on providing a substitute. During his absence 
the money was paid to John Coon, the substi- 
tute. At Cuffe’s request the witness used to 
draw his pay in his (Cuffe’s) name and give it to 
Coon. In October, 1883, when Cuffe was absent, 
Coen did the work for about 10 days. and the 
rest of the time Margaret Murtha did the work. 
In October Kiernan paid at least $27 for the 
work done for Cuffe. 

“Did Cuffe authorize you to sign his name to 
the order?’’ asked Mr. Cockran. 

* He did,” was the answer. 

“* Did the Sheriff know of Cuffe’s absence ?” 

“No,” said Kiernan, “I didit onmy own re- 
pponsibility.” 

The cross-examination developed nothing new. 
Kiernan admitted that ali the vouchers were 
signed by him, but he could offer no explanation 
except that he was authorized by the employes 
My nen ong for them, and he supposed that was suf- 

cient. 

Mr. Choate then renewed his motion that the 
seedy instruct for acquittal, adding that, as it had 

1» shown that the Sheriff had reall aid out 
for the work more than he receive From the 
pity, the District Attorncy might join with him 
Jn the motion. 

Mr. Olney said that when the witnesses were 
before the Grand Jury they did not explain their 

sements as they had done in court, and the 
rand Jury was justified in bringing in an in- 
tiictment for speedy trial. Mr. Choate agreed 
‘that it the statements of the witnesses were 
not explained, then the action of the Grand 
Jury was quite natural. Mr. Olney said that as 
the oase stood he did not feel like asking the jury 
to convict. But while nothing criminal had been 
roved a very loose state of things must exist in 
he office to cause such a misapprehension. 

Judge Barrett said that after carefully listen- 
ing to the evidence presented it was, in his a. 

‘gon, wholly insufficient to warrant conviction. 
He thought that the jury, as sensible men, would 
iso take this view. After instructing them in 
the Jaw in such cases and their duty foliow 
advice, he instructed them to acquit the de- 
‘endant. Although he usually prefers to leave 

* §t to the jury he considered that in this case his 


duty was clear.

SCORNED BY A DYING WIFE. 


AN ACCUSED BIGAMIST IDENTIFIED BY THE 
WOMAN HE HAD DESERTED. 

A pathetic scene that had in ita touch 
of tragic interest was enacted yesterday in the 
top room of a squalid apartment at No. 84 Ber- 
gen-street, Brooklyn. 
ner lay a young woman in the last stages of con- 
sumption, and from her side came occasionally 
the fretful cry of a baby only afew months old. 
Two stalwart police officers in plain clothes stood 
near the door, anda few feet away, stretched at 


full length on the floor, was the form of a large 
well-dressed man who had just fainted away. 

The man was Joseph Dunlap, Superintendent 
of the Atlantic and Pacific tea_ store, on Court- 
street. The dying woman was his wife, whom he 
had deserted less than a year ago. Without 
friends or money, at the time of the desertion, 
she soon fell into a state of abject poverty. Ex- 
posure and want told upon a naturally delicate 
system, and when her child was born, three 
months ago, it was evident that the mother would 
not livelong. Dunlap after deserting his wife rep- 
resented himselfasasingle man. He formed the 
acquaintance of a Miss Addie Hart, the daughter 
of a Sandy Hook pilot, and after a brief court- 
ship they were married. Several days ago Miss 
Hart discovered that Dunlap had another wife 
living. The facts were communicated to the 

olice and Dunlap was arrested on a charge of 

igamy. His first wife was dying, and he com- 
forted himself with the thought that her death 
would remove the only means of proving his 
crime. To prevent any miscarriage of justice 
from this source, the District Attorney yesterday 
caused Dunlap to be taken to the bedside of his 
dying wife. 

At the sight of the woman whom he had once 
cherished, and whom he had so deeply wronged, 
lying at the point of death on a bed that was lit- 
tle more than a bundle of rags, remorse seemed 
to seize upon the faithless husband, and he 
fainted away. It was fully 15 minutes before 
he could be restored to consciousness. He 
begged and implored his wife to forgive 
him, but she scorned his vrotestations of 
sorrow and_ subscribed to an _ affidavit 
drawn by Assistant District Attorney Clarke, 
who was present, setting forth the facts of her 
marriage with Dunlap and furnishing all the 
necessary proof as to his identification. Dunlap, 
when being taken away, desired to bid his wife 
an affectionate farewell, but she looked at him 
coldly, and with an effort turned her wasted 
form until his face was shut out from view. 

According to the police officers,the woman was 
not mistaken in her estimate of the man. His 
fainting fit is thought to have been real, for the 
sight of his dying wife unmanned him, but after 
he left her presence his cheerfulness was speedily 
restored.

HARRINGTON AND PEACOCK GUILTY. 

The trial of John D. Harrington and Dr. 
Rufus W. Peacock, betore Judge McGill, at 
Jersey City, on a charge of conspiring to de-

OVER A MILLION MACKEREL. 
A SLAUGHTER OF THE LITTLE ONES—SHAD 
BECOMING ABUNDANT. 

One and a half million mackerel were 
brought into Fulton Market yesterday in fishing 
vessels whose cargoes ranged from 20,000 to 150,- 
000. The waters about the piers in the vicinity 
of the market were thronged with schooners, 
smacks, and small boats, and at4 o’clock in the 
morning the business of the day began. At day- 
light South-street and Front-strect, from Peck- 
slip to Old-slip, were crowded with market carts, 


 eesenage 2 wagons, and grocers’ and butchers’ de- 
ivery vehicles, and the activity continued until 
4o’clock in the afternoon. ‘The fish aanged in 
size from littie ones 6 inches in length, of 
which there was by far the greater number, 
to the big two-pound “ bloaters,”’ and they are 
all in good condition. The larger ones were 
caught from 30 to 40 miles south-east of Five- 
Fathom Bank, and the smaller ones 200 miles 
south-east of Sandy Hook. Fish Commissioner 
Blackford said to a reporter of TH TIMEs that 
there should be some legislation to prevent 
bringing the small mackerel into the market. 

“Of the 1,500,000 brought in here to-day,” he 
said,*‘ two-thirds are only a few months old, and 
if left another year wouid be a much better and 
larger fish. Lawsshould be enacted compelling 
fishermen to use a net with a large mesh, so that 
only the larger fish will be taken.” 

The first Connecticut Kiver shad of the season 
was received by Mr. Blackford yesterday, and lay 
in state with a placard on its side in the market. 
It weighed 434 pounds, and was a roe shad. Hud- 
son River shad were plentiful in the market, and 
over 20,000 were on sale that had been caught be- 
low Poughkeepsie. There was also in the mar- 
ket alarge supply of live cod and haddock, and 
Columbia River saimon and red snapper and black 
bass. There is generally an over-stock of fish in 
Fulton Market after Easter, but the amount yes- 
terday was in excess over former years. Salmon 
ain ace to arrive from the Pacific coast next 
week. 

What Mr. Blackford called the “champion 
trout of the season’ was swimming in a glass 
tank. He isa fine brownish, speckied fellow, 21 
inches in length, and weighs 4 pounds. The fish 
came from the State hatchery, in Caledonia, on 
Wednesday, and is the result of a cross between a 
female brook trout and a male salmon trout. 
He is 5 years old. 


DESCENDANTS OF THE HUGUENOTS. 

The first annual meeting of the Huguenot 
Society of America was held yesterday at the 
Young Men’s Christian Association Building.

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AN ALDERMAN’S TRIBULATIONS. 
‘* TOMMY” SHEILS MUCH CAST DOWN AND 
VERY PENITENT. 


“Tommy” Sheils, the Alderman from 
the Seventh Ward, who made things lively at the 
Theatre Comique on Wednesday night, when, 
while intoxicated, he assaulted Eugene Callahan, 
the door-keeper, and butted Officer Sullivan in 
the abdomen, walked meekly up to the desk be- 
fore Justice Gorman, in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court, yesterday, and said “* he was sorry.” 
The Alderman bad spent a quiet night in cell No. 
6 at the Mercer-street police station, and al- 


though, as he expressed it, he had a “tremen- 
dous head on him,” he was perfegtly sober. He 
arrived at the side entrance to the courtina 
coach, early in the morning, and patiently 
waited to be ealled up to answer the 
charge of assault and battery preferred by Calla- 
han. Hehad ona black coat and vest and light 
trousers; a brilliant diamond sparkled in his 
shirt-front, another in a ring on his finger, anda 
third in his collar button. His appearance was 
marred, however, by a batte * plug” hat, 
which he nervously twisted in his fingers. This 
hat was the one which he playfully swung about 
his head the night before in enjcyment of ** Dan’s 
Tribulations,” and which attracted the attention 
of the audience and finally led to his arrest. 

“Tommy” was very much humiliated. He kept 
his eyes cast down, save when he allowed his gaze 
to wander toward the door, as if watching for 
the arrival of some one whom he expected. But 
none of the politicians who know his saloon so 
well put in an appearance. Finally Justice Gor- 
man, with a friendly light Lemna 8 from his 
eyes, called the name of *‘ Thomas Sheils,” and 
the Alderm&n walked up to the desk. a 
his counsel he said simply: ‘‘Iam sorry I did it, 
but I don’t remember having done anything.” 

The Justice (sorrowfully)—I will have to re- 
quire you to furnish $500 for your appearance 
here on Monday for examination. You can bring 
good bail here to-morrow, and, in the meantime, 

will parole you into the custody of your counsel. 

The Alderman waited to hear no more, but 
bolted out of the court-room, into his carriage, 
and up West Tenth-street as fast as the horses 
could be driven. While he was waiting to be 
called up he frequently ejaculated to his counsel: 
“T’d a given $1,000 if this thing hadn’t happened. 
I never was so sorry for anything in my life. 
Nothing like it ever occurred to me before. I 
really believe I’d a given $5,000if the thing hadn’t 
——— 

robably if he had had sufficient time the Al- 
derman would have expressed himself willing to 
put up his entire fortune—which is said to be 
over $300,000—if ** the thing hadn’t happened,” so 
deep was his momentary repentance, but he was 
called to answer before he could reach that large 
amount. Shortly after his flight his intimate 
friend, Civil Justice McCarthy, arrived at the 
court. On thesubject of ‘*‘ Tommy’s” wayward- 
ness he was eloquent. ‘“ The story in this morn- 
ing’s papers,” he said, looking solemn, “‘ perfect- 
ly paralyzed me. That Tommy Sheils, who 
scarcely ever was known to drink a drop of 
liquor, should be foolish and unconstitutional 
enough to get drunk and act in a disorderly man- 
ner was more than I could fully realize. It’saw- 
ful, Sir; awful.” 

Justice Gorman, who was a co-worker with 
“Tommy” when the latter was a shining light in 
the councils of Tammany Hall, also expressed 
himself as immeasurably surprised at the Alder- 
man’s playfulness at the theatre. “I have 
known Tom Sheils,”’ he said, “for more than 10 
years, and I never saw him in the least intoxi- 
cated. In fact, I always -_ him to be 
strictly a temperate man. ut ah me! All 
flesh is grass, and, poor fellow, he has allowed 
himself to be tempted too far.” 

Callahan, the door-keeper, who is a brother-in- 
law of Justice O'Reilly, talks vaguely of suing 
the Alderman for damages.

THE PRUSSIAN GOES DOWN. 
EDWIN BIBBY DEFEATS SCHMIDT AFTER A 
SHARP CONTEST. 

Augustus Schmidt, a Prussian from Ké- 
nigsburg who came to this country a few months 
ago to wrestle the American champions of 
Greco-Roman, met Edwin Bibby within the 
ropes at Clarendon Hall last evening and became 
a victim. The match was the best two falls out 
of three for $100 and the receipts at the door. 
The veteran orator Pop Whittaker was referee, 
Mr. Gus Sehneider seconded Schmidt, and Mr. 


Jimmy Drum performed the same friendly office 
for Bibby. 

At 8:40 o’clock the men came on the stage and 
were greeted with the usual howl of welcome. 
Schmidt was almost 6 inches taller than Bibby. 
He is 32 years old, weighs 180 pounds, and stands 
5 feet 11 inches in his stockings. Bibby weighed 
only 155 pounds, stood 5 feet 544 inches, and is 35 
years of age. He was very fat and sleek, while 
the Prussian was in splendid condition, having 
been in training for several days in the gymnasi- 
um of the Turn Verein. 

When time was called the two men sprang at 
each other. Bibby seized the Prussian, and both 
men fell upon the ropes, which gave way, and 
they only saved themselves from rolling on the 
fioor by a remarkable display of agility. So soon 
as they faced each other again Bibby secured a 
neck hold on Schmidt, and, after a short strug- 
gie, both went to the floor, the Prussian under- 
neath. Then Bibby held the foreigner’s head 
down with his right hand, and, slipping his left 
arm about his body, — flopped him over on 
his back, while the spectators screamed with 
delight. The referee awarded Bibby the fall. 
The time was 2:30. After a short rest the 
men came into the ring again, and this time 
Schmidt forced the fighting. Several times both 
men went to the floor, and once the Prussian 
had Bibby all but down, but the fat little man 
wriggied out of it and came up smiling. Finally, 
after a short, sharp struggle, Bibby went to the 
floor and Schmidt fell heavily upon him, press- 
ing his knee into the fallen man’s stomach, and 
winning the fall in 2:45. Itwasat first feared 
that Bibby was seriously hurt, but after a 10- 
minutes’ rest he announced himself ready to go 
on with the match. 

The last bout continued 11 minutes and was 
very sharp and exciting. Bibby went in forall 
he was worth, and in the first part of the round 
threw Schmidt outside of the ropes. Then there 
Wasa savage struggle, during which both men 
fell off the stage and went down among the 
spectators. Bibby’s second claimed a fall and 
Schmidt’s second claimed a foul. 

“Tsay no foul and no fall,” shouted Referee 
Whittaker. 

The men seized each other again, and Bibby 
twisted the big Prussian, and would have laid 
him on his back if they had not fallen against 
the wall. There was a long struggle close to the 
wall, which resulted in Bibby’s winning the bout 
and the match) 

During the interval between the second and 
third bouts Referee Whittaker introduced a stout 
Frenchman, about 30 years of age, who had just 
come from France. where he has held the cham- 
pionship at Greco-Roman for the last three 
pa. His name is Pietro Delmas, and he chal- 

enged any wrestler in the United States to a 
Greco-Roman match for from $250 to $5,000.

A PINK-CHEEKED THIEF. 
BROUGHT BACK FROM EUROPE FOR TAKING 
DIAMONDS WORTH $6,000. 


A pink-cheeked youth, of about 18 Sum- 
mers, clad in a pale overcoat of the very latest 
Spring style, stepped down the gang-plank of 
the Abyssinia, when that vessel arrived at her 
dock yesterday, and was greeted by Detective 
Slavin.
